GENEVA,  Dec.  ll.--The  n^uiner  of  choosing  the  {our  elective 
members  of  the  Leag^ue  of  Nations  Council  deYeldped  a  long  and 
earnest  debate  in  the  Aseembly^  today,  in  which  Dr.  Aristides 
Aguero,  Cuba,  Dr.  Wellington  Koo,  China,  A.  J.  Balfour,  England, 
and  Edward  D.  Miller,  Australia,  were  the  principal  participants. 

The  Cuban  delegate  was  applauded  when  he  contended  that  the 
Assembly  was  able  to  decide  for  itself  what  ita  procedure  should  be. 

Mr.  Balfour  said  he  doubted  the  right  of  this  Assembly  to 
commit  future  assemblies  l^  fixing  the  term  of  membership  in  the 
Council  beyond  one  year,  or  by  appointing  members  from  different 
parts  of  the  world,  as  proposed.       •..*••*

elected  members  of  tho  council.  The 
committee,  which  decided  the  most 
important  point  by  only  one  major- 
lt|^>  proposed  that  the  terms  of  thede 
members  be  limited  to  two  years  and 
that  members  shall  be  eligible  for 
,  re-election  for  two  years  more,  then 
ii-.ellgible  for  re-election  the  suc- 
ceeding four  years.  This  provision  is 
intended  to  facilitate  access  to  '  the 
council  for  all  members  of  tho 
League. 

Another  provision  which  was  mor^ 
stoutly  contested  apportioned  mem- 
bers among  the  different  continents, 
Europe  and  the  Americas  getting 
three  and  Asia  one.  The  provision  is 
held  to  be  contrary  to  the  covenanr, 
which  provides  that  the  Assembly 
shall  "freely"  choose  the  members  of 
the  council,,  while  apportionment 
woald  tie  the  hands  of  the  next  as- 
sembly. 

The  Tacna  and  Arloa  case  was 
submitted  to  the  Assembly  at  '  the 
beginning  of  the  session,  and  soon 
reached  an  acute  stage,  involving 
Chile  and  Bolivia  in  a  serious  dis- 
pute. Chile  renewed  her  opposition 
to  the  A,ssembly  hearing  ilt\p  caso, 
while  Bolivia  insisted  on  an  imme- 
diate inquiry.  The  Chilean  delegates 
threaten  drastic  action  should  the 
steering  committee  decide  to  hear 
the  case  in  the  present  AssemblTi 
and  the  withdrawal  of  either  coun- 
try Is  considered  a  possibility.

nwW  YORK.  Daa  IL— : 
atives  of  a  number  of  tha  leading 
Canadian  pulp  and  paper  eompaniea 
arrived  in  New  York  yesterday  and 
are  holding  a  series  of  prtyate  con- 
ferences with  a  number  of  United 
States  publishers.  No  Retails  regard- 
ing the  mattera  nnder  eonotderatlon 
are  available,  bat  It  Is  understood  that 
the  question  of  the  price  of  news- 
print for  1021  haa  been  onder  dlsens- 
sion. 

Importation  of  paper  from  Scan- 
dinavian countries  indicates  that  Can- 
adian Importa^ons  this  year  will  meet 
with  ever- Increasing  competition  In 
the  United  States  markets.  It 'Is  re- 
ported that  several  big  United  States 
publishers  who  made  long  contracts 
when  the  shortage  was  acute  believe 
that  a  slump  in  prices  is  coming  as  a 
result  of  the  Increased  imports  from 
Surope,  and  are  regretting  their 
haste  in  entering  into  long  contracts. 


NEW  MACHINE  GUN 

DEVISED  IN  STATES 

WASHINGTON,  Dec  11.— Success- 
ful tests  of  a  new  machine  gun,  firing 
half-inch  bullets  and  with  at  least 
double  the  rapge  of  the  calibre  .803 
machine  gun  now  in  use,  was  an- 
nounced today  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment, 

Tests  demonstrated  that  ft  haa  "un- 
usual poaslblllties,"  the  announcement 
said.  It  was  stated  that  the  new 
weapon  had  a  maximtun  rapidity  of 
fire  of  700  shots  per  minute  and  an 
efficient  minimum  of  400  shots  a 
mlnuta. 


PRICES  OF  MEAT 


Beef  and  Pork  Are  Now  at  Pre- 
War  Level  on  Chicago  Mar- 
ket— ^^By-Products  in  Some 
Cases  Cheaper 


CHICAGO.  Dee.  ll.  —  Wholesale 
prices  of  fresh  meat  cuts,  both  beef 
and  pork,  reached  the  low  levels  of 
the  pre-war  perio^  with  the  close 
of  business  this  week.  Armour  tk 
Company  announced  today.  Beef 
prices,  the  last  to  be  rsadjusted,  de- 
clined to  tbe  lowest  of  the  year,  says 
a  statement,   which  continues: 

"Itown  prices  for  Uveatoek,  which 
have  resulted  from  declines  in  feed- 
stuff and  from  axoesslve  receipts  of 
stock,  have  had  marked  influence  on 
the  wholesale  price,  resulting  In  a 
line  of  prices  below  those  that  ob- 
tained on  April  1,  1017,  and  also  be- 
low prices  that  ruled  In  l0l4.  Light 
pork  loins  sold  for  21  cents,  as  com- 
pared with  the  pre-war  price  of  22 
to  23  H  cents.  Lard  was  offered  at 
six  cents  a  pound  under  the  price  of 
April  1,   1917. 

"The  average  price  of  sweet-plckled 
and  cured  pork  products  was  17 
cents,  that  being  three  cents  under 
the   prlee   in   April,    1017. 

"T}>e  market  value  of  hides,  14  Mi 
cents  In  the  aggregate  of  the  ten 
grades,  has  dropped  six  cents  a  pound 
from  1917,  and  is  one  cent  a  pound 
lower  than  the  price  in  1912." 


Haa  Whisky  and  livestodE 

NEWPORT  NEWS,  Va.,  Dec.  11.— 
The  British  steamship  Potosl,  Liver- 
pool to  South  America  and  carrying 
200,000  quarts  of  Scotch  whisky,  four 
race  horses,  five  prize  bulls  and  four 
thoroughbred  heifers,  sought  refuge 
in  this  port  late  last  night.  She  had 
battled  with  storm  and  mechanical 
difficulties  for  25  days.  The  horses 
and  heifers  were  consigned  to  the 
President  of  Peru.

TO  BE  OPEU 


Federal  Government  Agre^  to 
Suspend  Royalty  on  Copper 
Ore  for  Another  Ten  Years 
Railway  to  Be  Constructed 


THE  PAS.  Man.  Dec.  >1.  ■—  The 
Federal  Government,  following  the 
representations  by  the  Plln  Flon 
syndicate  and  tha  Mining  Institute  of 
Canada,  has  agreed  to  a  modification 
of  the  miping  regulations  by  sus- 
pending the  royalty  on  copper  ore  for 
another  period  of  ten  years,  according 
to  word  received  by  Prof.  Wallace, 
obmmissioner  for  Northern  Manitoba, 
from  Hon.  Edward  Brown,  member 
for  The  Pas  In  the  ProvinclAl  House, 
who  is  at  present  In  Ottawa.  The 
Government  met  the  Flln  Flon  rep- 
reecnUtlves  and  the  result  obtained 
brought  forth  tha  announcement  that 
there  were  now  no  obstacles  In  tha 
way  of  going  ahead  with  operations 
at  Flln  Flon  and  the  purobaaing  of 
the  property  oOtrlght.  Other  minor 
points  were  cleared  up  by  tha 
Government's  assurance  that  every- 
thing would  be  done  to  facilitate  the 
mining  of  this  prpperty  at  on«a. 

CommentlnC  upon  the  Information. 
Commissioner  Wallaee  said  that  it 
was  an  outcome  of  the  greatest  Im- 
portance to  Manitoba  and  Canada, 
and  meant  that  American  and  Cana- 
dian caplul  had  Joined  In  undertak- 
ing to  operate  this  rich  and  large 
body  of  copper  aalphida  ore.

Elaborate  and  Costly  Prepara- 
tions Are  IVIade  to  Welcome 
Former  King  on  His  Return 
to  Ascend  Throne 


TRIUMPHAL  Afl€H£S 

FROM  CITY  TO  SEA 


Two  of  Constantino's  Advisers 
Are  Ordered  Not  to  Accotp- 
pany  Hira — Constantinople 
Venizelists  Mob  Officers 


ATHENS,  Dec  11. — Colossal  and 
costly  preparations  are  being  made 
by  committees  appointed  by  the  city 
authorities  to  welcome  former  King 
Constantino  on  his  arrival. 

Three  great  triumphal  arches,  one 
of  them  bearing  the  Imperial  crest, 
are  being  erected  leading  from  Athens 
to  the  sea.  The  gloom  in  business 
circles  bas  lifted,  and  already  millin- 
ers are  being  flooded  with  orders  for 
dresses.  

Speculation  In  foreign  exchange  haa 
stopped  temporarily,  bu^  the  drachma 
is  quoted  at  14  to  1.  It  Is  planned  to 
draw  on  the  balance  of  Greek  credits 
In  America  to  meet  present  difficul- 
ties. 

Constantino  will  arrive  on  DecenA- 
ber  10,  according  to  a  message  re- 
ceived by  Dowager  Queen  Olga  today 
from  Venice. 

A  Grek  destiy>yer  will  be  sent  to 
Roumanla  to  take  Prince  Cleorge 
aboard.  He  will  meet  bis  father  on 
the  high  seas. 

Tbe  Greek  battleship  Avoroflf  left 
tha  Piraeus  last  -  evening  for  Venice, 
accompanied  by  a  number  of  smaller 
vessela  Three  hundred  members  of 
the  Greek  staff  who  were  appointed 
during  the  regime  of  Premier  Venl- 
zelos  have  been  superfoded  by  royal- 
ist officers.-  ^- 

LUCERNB,  Dae.  IL — Official  noti- 
fication af  the  result  of  tbe  plebiscite 
In  Greece  and  an  Invitation  to  return 
to  Athens  and  reascend  the  Greek 
throne  Unmediately,  were  received  by 
former  King  ConstanMne  here  this 
nornlnk.

Failure  of  several  Greek  officers  to 
stand  last  night  when  Venlzelist  music 
,was  played  in  a  Greek  restaurant  pre- 
cipitated a  free-for-all  fight.  There 
was  a  rush  for  the  officers  and  some 
shooting  resulted.  Two  passing  pedes- 
trians were  wounded.  The  police 
finally  arrested  the  officers  amid 
Jeers  of  ihe  crowds.

ATTEMPT  TO  BLOW  UP 

SOVIET  OFnCIALS 

WASHINGTON.  Dec.  1*1.— ICem- 
bers  of  the  party  deported  ^learly  a 
year  ago  on  tho  soviet  "ark"  Baford. 
with  Emma  Goldman  and  Alexander 
Berkman,  have  attempted  to  blow  op 
bfflclata  of  the  Russian  Soviet  Gov- 
iTument,  according  to  information 
ret^eived  today  at  the  Department  ot 
"justice. 

The  advices  said  Markus  Oredow- 
skl  and  Arthur  Hatjes  were  In  Jail 
at  Moscow  for  attempting  to  plant 
bombs  in  a  building  occupied  by  tbe 
executive  committee  of  the  Soviet 
Government. 

Schnabel,  formerly  head  of  the 
union  of  Russian  workmen,  the  re- 
ports said,  had  been  killed  by  the 
Japanese  In  Siberia  while  engaged  In 
railway  work.  Peter  Branky  w»«re- 
ported  to  have  entered  the  ranks  of 
the  communist  party  and  to  b^  as- 
sociated with  tbe  international  prop- 
aganda bureau  at  Petrograd.  Hyqian 
Perkins  was  said  to  be  employed  In 
Odessa,  both  the  Scbatx  brothers  In 
Kiev  and  Paul  Kovaloff  working  on 
a  tug  boat  near  Petrograd. 


U.S.  Navy  Has  Small  Craft 
That  Can  Be  Converted  Into 
Torpedo  Boat  —  Intended 
for  Coast  Defence  Use 


NEW  YORK,  Dec.  11. — A  high- 
powered  motor  boat  which  during 
peace  can  be  carried  on  battleships  as 
a  service  launch  and  in  war  soon  con- 
verted into  a  deadly  torpedo  boat  was 
demonstrated  today  in  the  launching 
of  the  first  vessel  of  the  new  naval 
auxiliary  known  as  "type  A- 3  sea 
hornet." 

The  vessel  is  designed  to  form  an 
important  part  of  America's  coast  de- 
fence, and  the  launching  took  place 
in  the  presence  of  more  than  100  reg- 
ular army  and  national  guard  officers 
and  navy  representatives. 

The  "sea  hornet"  type  was  con- 
ceived during  the  war  and  was  held 
as  a  navy  secret,  its  operation  being 
prevented  by  the  armistice.  It  Is  a 
twin  screw  power  motor  boat  Sft  feet 
long  with  a  huge  bow  which  drops 
frohi  place. 

In  the  bow  is  a  twenty-one  inch 
torpedo,  carrying  in  Its  warhead  000 
pounds  of  high  explosive.  Two  addi- 
tional torpedoes  are  carried,  as  well 
as  six  depth  bombs.  When  In  opera- 
tion the  sea  hornet,  which  carries  a 
crew  of  four,  sinks  until  but  a  little 
more  than  one  foot  of  hnll  Is  above 
the  water. 


CARUSO  RUPTURES 
THROAT  BLOOD  VESSEL 

NEW  YORK.  Dec.  11.  —  Enrico 
Caruso,  the  tenor,  burst  a  blood  veasel 
in  his  throat  while  singing  at  the 
Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music  tonight. 
The  performance  was  stopped. 

The  accident,  which  it  was  said  Is 
not  serious,  occurred,  during  the  first 
act  of  Donlsettl's  "L'EUsir  d'Amore." 
but  the  singer  did  not  stop  until  the 
end  of  the  act.  A  physician  then  told 
him  it  would  be  unwise  to  continue, 
for  if  he  did  so  tha  rsaatt  might  prova 
aerlons.

Malces  Promise  to  Deserting 
Crew  of  Destroyer  at  Fiume 
—States  He  Has  Obtained 
Government  Plans 


TRIESTE,  Dec  IL — G^brlala  d'An- 
nunxlo  today  boarded  the  destroyer 
Bspero.  which  yesterday  deserted  the 
regular  Italian  forces  and  Jolted 
d'Annunzio's  squadron.  Ha  con- 
gratulated the  crew  on  their  act  and 
presented  the  members  with  10.000 
lire,  assuring  them  that  hla  eausa 
would  be   victorloua. 

FTUME,  Dec.  11. — Coincident  with 
the  arrival  of  the  destroyer  Bspero. 
which  deserted  tbe  Italian  blockading 
squadron  and  JolftelT'the  d'Annunzlan 
forces  Thursday,  d'Annunzio  claims 
that  a  plan  to-  force  his  warships  Out 
of  the  harbor  of  Plume  has  fallen 
into    his    hands.

NEW  YORK,  Dec  11.— The  exlst- 
mg  alump  In  business  la  only  the  nat- 
ural transition  >  of  industries  return- 
ing to  a  normal  basis  from  the  speeds 


lug  up  of  production  made  necessary 
by  the  war,  declared  Charles  M. 
Schwab,  chainnan  of  the  board  ct 
directors  of  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Cor- 
poration, Iq  an  addresa  tonight. 

"I  want  to  go  on  record."  he  aald, 
"^  saying  nothing  could  be  health- 
ier for  American  business  than  the 
condition  through  which  ^  are  now 
passing.  The  more  severe  the  storm 
now,  the  quicker  it  will  be  over,  and 
the  sooner  we  can  emerge  into  clear 
weathev  and  shape  our  course." 

Commenting  on  the  status  of  the 
unemployed  laborers,  Sir.  Schwab 
said  that  "the  great  need  of  the 
world  is  to  work  hard  and  save." 

This,  he  aald,  applies  to  men  of 
means  as  well  as  worklngmen. 

Foreign  trade  depends  on  the 
power^of  business  men  to  think  "in- 
ternationally," he  said,  in  advocating 
the  plan  of  trusting  In  the  good  faith 
and  productive  power  of  Europe  by 
sending  raw  material  and  Accepting 
in  payment  secnritlea  representing 
their  producing  activities. 

"Never  in  our  lifetime, ••  aald  he. 
"have  the  shelves  of  the  world  been 
so  bare.  Our  export  trade,  hangs  bv 
a  slender  thread.  We  are  rapidly 
getting  Into  a  poaltion  where  the 
world  owea  ua  money  and  yet  oan- 
not  pay  it.  '  ^^  ,     . 

"We  are  getting  relieved  of  the  im- 
purities In  our  business  life.  The  pro- 
cess Is  not  complete  yet.  But  the  pa- 
tient will  in  time  be  cured,  and  when 
|ie  is  cured,  the  great  body  of  Amer- 
ican business  will  emerge  with  a  vig- 
or and  energy  the  world  haa  never 
known  before.** 

Mr.  Schwab  made  a  plea  for  econ- 
omy in  government,  demanding  "the 
same  degree  of  efficiency  in  gov- 
ernment aa  we  require  in  private 
business."  *

It  haa  been  decided  by  the  eooi- 
mlssion  on  technical  organ  laatloa  to 
send  the  United  Btatea  a  apeeial  ta- 
vttation  to  name  a  member  of  Che 
International  advisory  oomiaJttee 
which  will  atudy  tha  queatlon  of  the 
opium  traflSa  The  commlaaion  will 
also  carry  out  provisions  regarding 
the  opinm  trafflc  which  were  «aa- 
bodled-ln  the  VeraaiUea  treaty. 

Members  of  the  international  eovrt 
committee  have  found  what  they  hope 
to  be'  a  aolution  of  the  Jurladlctlon 
problem  that  will  satlafy  those  who 
have  obiected  to  this  feature  of  the 
proposed  international  court.  They 
have  Inserted  a  clause  in  the  pro- 
posed plan  which  would  provide  that 
a  state  which  is  desirpus  of  an  ar- 
rangement by  which  aa  offended  na- 
tion may  ctte  an  offender  l>^fore  the 
tribunal,  may  signify  Its  acceptance 
of  the  prOvlalon  for  obligatory  Juris- 
diction, etc.  The  clause  would  fur- 
ther stipulate  tbat  this  would  be- 
come reciprocally  binding  upon  all 
those  nations  which  signify  their 
acceptance. 

Thla  la  far  from  meeting  the 
original  demands  of  some  nations, 
'but-  hope  Is  expressed  that  the  ex- 
ample furnished  by  the  first  nations 
to  accept  the  clause  will  be  a  moral 
force  strong  enough  to  oblige  others 
to  follow  suit. 

Conditional  acceptance  by  Holland 
of  the  invltaUon  of  the  League  of 
Nations  to  contribute  a  portion  of 
the  military  force  to  be  sent  by  the 
League  to 'the  Vilna  district  for  the 
plebiscite  there  Was  announced  to- 
day. The  acceptance  is  subject  to 
the  passage  of  suiUble  legislation  by 
the   Dutch   parliament. 

Holland  haa  gent  a  note  to  the 
League  requesting  that  the  fortress 
and  fortified  sone  of  Grodno  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  Vilna  plebiscite 
area.

PARIS,  Dec  11. — ^The  life  history 
of  «  French  wai*  profiteer  was  told  In 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  by  a  former 
minister  who  was  Interpellating  the 
Government  on  the  failure  to  deal 
with    this   species.  . 

This  man,  said  the  deputy,  was  at 
the  beginning  of  the  war  an  emptoyee 
of  a  coal  mine  coihpany  with  a  salary 
of  260  francs  a  'month.  With  bor- 
rowed money  he  began  at  the  outset 
of  the  war  to  speculate  on  coal  prices, 
and  by  the  time  the  war  finished  he 
had  realisfTed  a  fortune  which  en- 
abled him  to  keep  four  houses,  three 
private  automobiles  and  a  racing 
atable. 

When  profiteer  hunting  began,  he 
waa  among  those  whom  officers  of 
Justice  began  to  Inquire  about.  Prose- 
cution was  begun,  and  the  profiteer, 
with  some  of  his  assistants,  was  ar- 
rested. By  a  curious  coincidence  his 
offlceii  and  ail  books  and  accounts  were 
the  same  day  burned  to  the  ground, 
and  also  on  the  aame  day  one  of  his 
race  horaes,  which  rejoiced  In  the 
name  of  "Evaaton,"  won  a  race. 

After  a  few  daya  In  prlaon  the  pro- 
fiteer waa  aet  at  liberty  with  a  oau- 
tlon,  which  was  unnecessary  as,  hav- 
ing made  his  fortune,  he  was  retiring 
from  a  bualneaa  which  waa  no  longer 
profitable. 

The  deputy  complained  that  legal 
action  was  taken  only  against  small 
profiteers  and  the  big  ones  escaped, 
alwanr  with  a  caution. 

In^ply,  M.  L'Hoptteau,  the  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  said  that  over  1,400 
speculators  and  profiteers  had  been 
hailed  into  court  and  In  most  daaes 
'punished  with  flnea  ana  imprlaon- 
m'ent.  it:.

NEW  TBIRD  PARTY 


Hon.  T.  A.  Crerar,  formdrly  a  mem- 
IM^'  of  the  Domtnton  Oov«rnin«nt  of 
flir  Robert  Borden,  and  Hen.  B.  C. 
lQ$ury,  Premier  of  tbe  Province  of 
OMario  and  leader  of  the  Farmers' 
P^ty  at  present  In  power  In  that 
Pfovlnce,  have  held  a  meeting  In 
Winnipeg  and  formally  introduced  to 
tWB  people  of  Canada  a  new  political 
Pftrty.  They  gave  it  the  name  of  the 
P#eple'a  Provresaive  Party,  and  ex- 
panded the  prlnclplee  upon  which  it 
wHI  aeek  to  supplant  the  existing 
parties,  representing  the  Oovernment 
•nd  the  Opposition.  In  the  conduct  of 
public  affairs. 

The  administration  of  the  aftairs  of 
«ity  country  is  said  to  be  based  to  a 
'  eoJDSiderable  extent  upon  the  prln- 
df  te  of  compromise.  The  leaders  of 
th^  new  party  even  on  the  eve  of  its 
birth  have  enunciated  the  principle 
of' compromise.  The  Fanners'  ^arty, 
parent  of  the  newly-bom  organisa- 
titjn,  in  its  platform  eaUefl  for  the 
abfu>lute  abolition  of  protectlen  and 
fo|>  an  immediate  reduction  in  dutlsii 
upan  British  good*  entering  CJMiajB, 


with  complete  freedom  of  tra4e  within 
a  specified  period  of  time,  an4  that 
period  a  very  short  oM.  Mr.  Dmrr 
was  not  very  deflnlta  In  his  statement 
of'  prlnclplee,  pleading  |iia  obligations 
to  his  own  constituents  Ur  Ontario  for 
his  delicacy  in  deaUn|r  with  Federal 
affairs.  Mr.  Crerar  was  mbre  frank, 
stating  that  he  would  advocate  the 
elimination  of  the  principle  of  pro- 
testion  entirely,  the  goal  towards  free 
tr*de  to  be  approached  by  easy  stages. 
'  "^he  attitude  of  thos^men  Indicates 
thlit  even  the  prospect  of  responsl- 
hlttty  embodies  necessity  for  caution. 
It  is  impossible  to  tear  up  by  the  roots 
an.  established  system  without  Involv- 
ing a  country  in  business  unsettle- 
aaSat.  There  even  is  a  peasibility  of 
hoslness  chaos.

MulUtudec  of  the  children  eC  Na- 
ture display  considerable*  originality 
in  their  products.  Among  these  may 
be  enumerated  artists  In  their  varlbu%^ 
fields,  literary  men,  composers  and  In- 
ventors In  the  mechanical  arts.  But 
the  variety  and  originality  ot  all  the 
human  masters  Is  not  to  be  com- 
pared with  the  works  of  Na« 
ture  herself.  Of  all  the  billions  ot 
people  on  the  earth  not  one  Is  pre- 
cisely like  another  In  physique,  In  ex- 
pression or  In  ddiposltlon,  Through 
the  invention  of  the  gramaphone,  the 
voices  of  all  great  singers  haw  been 
reproduced  tor  the  delectation  of 
tovan  of  music,  and  doubtless  all  per- 
sons of  dlaorimlnatlng  taste  have 
noted  that  every  voice  on  record 
differs  In  what  musicians  call  "color" 
from  other  voices.  The  qual- 
ity of  the  tone  ot  Madam J  Melba, 
probably  the  most  entrancing  of  all 
the  great  female  artists,  is  quite  dis- 
tinct from  the  quality  of  the  sweet 
sounds  produced  by  Tetraxslni,  Sim- 
ilar distinctions  may  be  observed 
in  the  voices  of  the  male  singers.  Not 
so  very  long  ago  detectives  mide  tha 
discovery  that  by  taking  intpressions 
of  the  hands  of  criminals  the  opera- 
tions of  a  class  of  lawbreakers 
could  4>s  traced  and  their  game  suc- 
cessfully checkmated.  The  reaaon  is 
found  fn  the  fact,  that  the  hand  ot 
every  human  being  is  quite  different 
in  certain  respects  from  the  hand  of 
every  other  hnman  being.  The  prin- 
ciple of  distinction  thus  enunciated 
also  applies  to  the  lower  order  of 
animals.  Any  man  who  is  a  lover  of 
dogs  or  horses  and  has  been  closely 
associated  with^helr  lives,  knows  that 
every  dog  or  horse  he  has  owned  dis- 
played qualities  of  temperament  dr 
disposition  quite  different  from  tiic 
temperament  or  disposition  of  all  his 
other  dogs.  The  subject  could  be  dis- 
cussed to  an  indefinite  point,  and  its 
posslbilitiee  tor  wonderment  at  the 
variety  in  the  works  of  Nature  would 
be  far  from  exhausted.

Armistloe  '  Day,  November  llth. 
1920,  was  celebrated  by  the  cltixens 
of  London  in  manner  which  befitted 
those  who  were  conscioxiSL  not  alone 
that  they  were  "of  no  mean  city." 
^ut  far  more  on  that  day  that  it  was 
for  them  to  commemorate,  by  an  act 
of  high  and  symbolic  Import,  the  eac- 
rillce  of  manhood  which  the  Empire 
made  upon  the  battlefields  ot  the 
great  war.  On  that  day,  all  London 
turned  out  to  do  honor  to  the  Em- 
pire's dead,  by  the  burial'  of  an  un- 
known soldier  in  ^he  historic  shades-^ 
of  Wesminster  Abbey.  It  was  an  im- 
pressive ceremony.  It  was  not  lees 
impressire  In  It^  reactlone  la  the 
Journals  of  the  British  metropolis. 
On  the  following  day  Tlie  London 
Times  published,  in  a  special  supple- 
ment devoted  to  tho  occasion,  the 
eloquent    tribute   which   follows: 

We  have  a  piece  of  music  which 
says  in  the  language,  not  of  any  one 
time  or  people,  but  of  Eternity,  that 
which  la  to  be  said  about  the  funeral 
of  the  Unknown  representative  of  ail 
our  dead.  It  is  the  word  of  a  master 
that  has  become  the  wojrd  of  all  our 
people,  Qtte/ed  at  many  funerals,  ex- 
pressing the  beauty  and  pride,  or  so 
many  sorrows,  as  when  It  came  to 
Tw  nearer  ^  and'  Unider~  thrwugh'^onr 
stpeets  yesterday.  Whatever  we  were 
thinking  beforflg  we  heard  the  first 
sound  of  it  in  the  -distance,  that 
sound  uplifted  us  to  t^height  of  the 
occasion  Wnd  we  were  made  one 
people,  participants  in  one  act  of  re- 
membra#tce.  The  sense  of  unity  and 
of  Eternity  came  through  the  eye  as 
well  as  the  ear,  whetl  all  heads  were 
bared  and  there  were  thousands  of 
faces  lit  by  the  quiet  sunlight,  the 
sense  of  multitudes  none  could  num- 
ber set  free  from  time  and  place,  be- 
cause they  were  gathered  together 
In  that  one  commemorative  act. 
Without  Pomp 

There  was  no  pomp  in  that  funeral, 
no  glitter  of  peculiar  honors  or 
aoMevements,  but  a  common  helmet- 
and  belt  upon  the  coffin  of  him  who 
might  be  the  child  of  any  one  of  a 
million  mothers,  Therefore,  all  could 
mourn  for  him  the  better  because  he 
was  unknown,  chosen  by  chance  to 
say  that  We  could  have  no  distinction 
in  our  sorrow  and  gratitude  when  we 
came  togethe^^  to  pay  this  honor  to 
t)ie  dead.  Nor  was  there  any  tri- 
umph In  victory,-  for  this  was  not  a 
ceremony  of  vain  glory,  but  deeper, 
more  universal  ilnd  more  eternal. 
Victorlea  Jdnk  into  the  past  and  be- 
come words  1  nations,  even  the  might- 
iest, leave  but  ruins  and  songs  behind 
them;  but  this  proud  grief  for  the 
dead  who  have  died  for  their  coun- 
try has  been,  and  Is.  and  will  be. 
For  in  that  grief  we  know  that  we 
are  more  than  beasts  caring  for  no- 
thing but  life  itself  and  to  fill  our 
bellies  with  the  slaff  of  life;  we  are 
more  than  beasta  because  we  can 
willingly  die  for  each  other,  and  in 
that  is  our  hope  of  immortality. 
An  Act  of  Faith 

That  moment  of  silence  made  the 
agea  one  for  us.  yet  we  were  not  op- 
pressed with  the  sense  that,  as 
things  had  been,  so  would  they  always 
be,  that  all  this  dying  of  men  for 
each  other,  however  beautiful  to 
men,  meant  nothing  to  the  "Infin- 
itive" of  time  and  space  encircling 
them,  For  thla  very  funeral  was  dif- 
ferent from  any  that  had  ever  been. 
Often  and  often  have  nations  gather- 
ed to  do  honor  to  their  great,  to  fam- 
ous names  and  actions,'  but  never  be- 
fore to  a  chosen  nameless  one,  who 
died  no  one  knows  how  or  when.  In 
that  choice  there  was  expressed  a 
faith  that  has  been  growing  very 
slowly  through  centuries;  but  it  has 
impelled  tu  to  this  act  of  faith  For 
the  honor  paid  to  the  Unknown  was 
an  act  of  faith;  in  it  we  oald  that,  at 
our  highest,  we  are  one;  vhcn  men 
die  for  each  other  tfiere  is  to  be  no 
distinction  between  them.  We  are 
capable  of  sorrow  for  an  Unknown 
because  iie  was  a  man  and  died  for 
men.  We  do  not  need  to  be  told  his 
name  or  what  he  did.  The  great  al- 
so pay  honor  to  him  and  forgot  their 
greatness;  the  King  \  la  his  chief 
moumef,  as  one  representative  of  the 
people  for  another;  the  generals  and 
the  admirals  were  his  pall-bearers, 
confessing  that  the  battle  was  fought 
and  the  victory  was  won  by  him. 
Never  before  has  there  been,  suoh  a 
proclamation,  gladly  made,  that  we 
are  equal,  all  members  of  one  body, 
or  rather  of  one  soul. 

Pillars  of  Ktemlty 

Those*  thoughts,  or  feelinga  deeper 
than  iRbse,  but  with  thoughts  implied 
In  them,  came  over  uf  in  one  wave  of 
sound  and  grew  stronger  with  the 
slhmoe;  and  this  unanimity  was  not 
the  sameness  of  the  herd—we  were 
hot  lowered,  but  exalted  to  it.  Im- 
plicit In'  it  were  all  the  higher 
thoughts  and  actions  of  men,  all  that 
man  would  be,  apt  what  he  was  In 
his  animal  past.  Ji  mob  is  ineontlBent. 
undlaeipllned.  asusclcsir  la  Its  rage 
aad  tear;  but  here  all  Was  planned 
and  aa  In  a  great  piece  of  aiusie,  and 
all  ot  us  were  members  tft  the  or- 
chestra; we  Aad.  each,  his  part  in  the 
expression  of  this  grief  and  pride 
without  discord  or  difference  or  fail- 
ure. There  was  one  forgetfuloess  ot 
self  in  that  quiet  ritual,  one  desire 
that  its  prophecy  may  be  fulfilled— 
thdl  we  may  come  to  be  one  la  IMe 
as  our  dead  are  one  In  deathi  that  we 
may.  indeed,  all  become  members  of 
one  body  politic  and  of  one  immort- 
al soul.  That  was  the  mecning  Im- 
plicit la  the  funeral  of  -tho  Unknown 
X>ead.  aad  it  made  the  living  feal 
klhdsir  to  each  other  because  of  the 
hope  which  they  all  shared  as  a  part 
of  their  srtct  for  hiss.  It  was  a  nao- 
mcat.  but  not  a  paaitaw  hMment;  we 
were  then  by  our  onsasss  aet  above 
an  fhaaga  et  tJatia  aad  place  ii^—

There  has  bsui  conslderabl*  dia- 
cuision  at  rarlous  times  and  some 
erronsoos  guesslnv  concernlns  the 
orifln  ot  the  word  "frllla"  In  refer- 
ence to  4  he  disputed  suhJecta  of  man- 
ual trmlningr,  domestic  science,  and 
school  gardenins:  in  Saanich. 

For  the  benefit  of  tbo«^  who  have 
■•en  fit  to  blame  the  word  upon  a 
Colonist  reporter,  back  fllca  of  The 
Colonist  were  searched  and  It  was  dis- 
covered, as  previously  suspected  in 
the  newspaper  office,  that  Reeve  Geo. 
Watxon  flrst  used  "frills"  when  speak- 
ing of  the  disputed  subjects.  The 
newspaper  merely  fasteited  upon 
"frills"  as  a  short  word  which,  when 
given  due  publicity,  could  be  made 
BO  well  known  as  to  serve  in  the  place' 
of'  a  considerable  number  of  other 
words. 

Tucked  away  In  the  Issue  of  The 
Colonist  for  Friday,  March  12,  1920, 
at  which  time  the  Saanich  Council 
and  School  Board  were  at  war  on  the 
■ubject  of  school  expenditure,  is  a 
reference  to  what  Reeve  Watson  said 
during  a  discussion  in  the  Council 
meeting  concerning  the  necessity  of 
certain  things  wanted  by  the  School 
Board,  and  for  which  money  was 
being  asked.  Here  la  what  was 
printed: 

"The  Reeve  stated  that  he  was  in 
sympathy  with  the  need,  but  if  they 
insisted  on  tacking  on  frills  they  must 
pay  the  price." 

Some  exception  has  been  taken  to 
the  word  among  "frill"  suppprters, 
who  claim  that  it  has  been  an  Influ- 
ence for  evil  among  Saanich  residents 
wh7>,  throngh  hearing' "^the  word  bo 
often,  might  be  unconsciously  led  to 
believe  that  the  disputed  subjects  were 
"frills."  It  was  suggested  to  The 
Colonist  that  "necessities"  might  be 
substituted  for  "frills"  but'  those  sug- 
gesting it  apparently  failed  to  see  that 
this  might  grate  in  a  similar  manner 
upon  the  "frill"  opponents. 

The  humor  of  the  situation  becomes 
evident  when  it  is  seen  that  the 
Saanich  ratepayers,  who  object  to  the 
word  "frills,"  are  themselves  con- 
tinually using  It.  finding  it  a  short 
way  of  referring  to  the  disputed  sub- 
jects and  not  knowing  of  one  other 
Word  which  will  replace  it. 

The  infiuence  of  the  word  "frills" 
upon  the  mind  of  the  ratepayers  pro- 
vides a  nice  psychological  point,  and 
one  Saanich  resident  has  suggested 
that  in  future  the  word  be  printed 
this  way,  "frlllsC?)",  with  the  hope 
that  the  interrogation  point  with  the 
fence  on  either  side  might  counteract 
any  positive  influence  which  the  word 
might  otherwise  have. 

If  or  Bill  was  "covering"  Saanich 
for  this  paper  he  might  have  written, 
"Well,  if  you  knows  of  a  better  word, 
go  to  It"  But  then  he  would  have 
gotten  in  wrong  immediately,  be- 
cause his  grammar  was  such  that  it 
might  have  a  detrimental  effect  upon 
our  readers  and  undo  alt  that  they 
bad  been  taught  at  school.

"We  find  that  the  deceased  came  to 
his  death  by  shooting  himself  while 
temporarily  insane."  Such  was  the 
verdict  of  the  Jury  wliich,  under 
Coroner  E.  C.  Hart,  at  the  Thomson 
undertaking  pistablishment  yesterday, 
held  an  inquest  into  the  circumstances 
of  the  death  'of  Cuthbert  Roy  Cosh, 
who  killed  himself  with  a  shotgun 
last  Thursday  evening,  in  his  home  at 
1218  Pembroke  Street. 

Mrs.  Catherine  Cosh,  the  wife  of 
the  deceased,  gave  evidence  as  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  tragedy.  She 
said  that  her  husband  came  home 
from  hia  work  at, the/Harbor  Marine 
shipyard  soon  after  six  o'clock  last 
Thursday  evening.  Supper  waa  ready 
for  him,  but  he  refused  to  eaU  it.  He 
drank  two  cups  of  tea.  and  then  got 
up  from  the  table.  He  walked  about 
for  a  minute  or  two,  and  then  went 
behind  the  kitchen  door.  Immediate- 
ly afterwards,  she  heard  the  report  of 
the  shotgun;  and  the  oil  lamp  on  the 
table  was  put  out  by  the  concuttsion 
of  the  discharge.  The  charge  had 
entered  her  husband's  head,  and 
death  had  been  instant.  She  had  run 
into  a  neighbor's  bouse,  from  whence 
the  police  had  been  noticed. 

She  had  not  noticed  anything  par- 
ticularly wrong  with  her  husband  on 
the  day  of  the  tragedy.  He  brooded 
at  times.  She  was  married  to  him  in 
August,  1915.  He  went  overseas  on 
active  8ervi<»B  in  March,  1916.  He 
returned  early  in  1919,  and  had  gone 
to  work  with  the  Harbor  Marino  Com- 
pany as  soon  as  he  was  discharged 
from  the  army.  Their  married  life 
had  h««n  happy,  ^but  Jx&x  husband 
worried  about  financial  matters, 
amongst  oth^  things  about  paying 
for  a  motor  car  he  had  bought. 

Major  W.  Bullock  Webster,  of  the 
Harbor  Marine  Company,  said  that 
he  had  known  the  deceased  well  for 
the  past  two  years.  The  late  Mr. 
Cosh  was  a  steady,  reliable  man,  but 
witness  was  aware  that  he  worried 
and  brooded  at  times.'  Witness  had 
had  a  conversation  with  the  deceased 
a  few  days  before  the  tragedy,  and 
he  knew  that  Mr.  Cosh  was  unhappy. 
It  was  only  fair  to  say,  however,  said 
Major  Bullock  Webster,  that  Mr. 
Cosh  had  said,  in  that  conversation, 
that  his  wife  had  been  a  good  wife  to 
him,  and  he  had  been  a  good  husband 
to  her. 

Mr.  Alfred  Cosh,  of  Metchosin, 
father  of  the  deceased,  said  Inat  be- 
fore the  war  his  son  had  been  in  per- 
fect mental  and  physical  health. 
When  his  son  first  came  back  from 
the  war,  witness  had  not  noticed  any 
great  change  in  him.  He  had  only 
seen  his  son  occasionally  during  the 
last  twelve  months,  but  it  seemed  to 
witness  on  those  occasions  that  his 
son  waa  worried  and  unhappy.  He 
had  not  pressed  him  as  to  the  reason 
for  this  apparent  state  of  mind. 

Coroner  Hart,  In  charging  the  Jury, 
said  that  Vthe^ 'Was  ■  no  evidence  of 
any  serious  trouble  In  the  dead  man's 
life,  but  they  must  remember  that  a 
mental  condition  in  'which  a  man 
could  be  brought  to  take  his  own  life, 
was  frequently  caused  by  brooding 
over  trivial  matters.  The  coroner's 
Jury,  who  brought  in  a  verdict  as 
stated,  consisted  of  Slessrs.  W.  A. 
Buckle,  Charles  Griffin,  Frank  Carrol!, 
L.  Oliver,  A.  V,  King  and  Arthur 
Hinder.

One  Who  Knew  .  Him  Well 
Writes  "An  Appreciation" 
of  the  Late.  Mr.  Thos.  A. 
Brydon  ^

Tha  death  of  Mr.  Thoa.  A.  Brydoii. 
announced  la  another  column,  haa 
removed  a,  iterling  .  character  from 
the.  Ufe  of  thia  community.'  where  for 
thirty-five  y^ara  be  has  mingled  in 
^ualnesa,  aool^I.  political  and  rellgj.- 
oun  activities  without  apology  and 
without  reproach.  It  la  auch  lives 
tliat  enrich  the  atate,  and  in  their 
liaaaing  all  are  Impoveriahad. 

Mr.  Brydon  was  horn  in  Selkirk. 
Scotland.  64  year*  ago.  With  the 
customary  heritage,  physical,  mental 
and  spiritual,  of  a  Scottish  youth,  he 
went  to  Edinburgh  to  leam.  hia  choa^ 
en  trade  as  carpenter  and  joiner. 
Shortly,  after  completing,  his  appren* 
ticeship  he  married  Miss  Mary  A. 
Malcolm  and  removed  to  London.  Biz 
stay  in  the  great  metrtJpolls  was  not 
long,  and  in  1885  he  yielded  to  tha 
lure  of  the  new  world  and  came  di- 
rectly to  Victoria.  Here  he  soon 
found  scope  for  his  energies,  and 
some  of  the  larger  bulldiflga  of  those 
days  bear  the  impress  of .  his  work- 
manship. On  the  construction  of  the 
piesent  8t.  Andrew's  Church '  he 
-served  as  clerk  of  works  and  per- 
forijjcd  a  similar  duty  in  connection 
with  the  Weller  Building.  In  asso- 
ciation with  Mr.  John  Turner,  ha 
erected  such  well-known  buildings  as 
the  Janlon  Block  on  Wharf  Street, 
the,  Vernon  Block,  on  Douglas  Street, 
and  others.    . 

But  business  did  not  engross  all 
his  energies.  He  took  a  deep  interest 
in  municipal  affaire  and  served  as  the 
repreaentative  of  the  ojd  North  W».rd 
for  three  successive  terms  in  the 
Municipal  Council  from  1899  to  1901, 
during  the  last  year  acting  aa  pollca 
commissioner  as  well. 

Although  a  successful  builder  and 
contractor,  Mr.  Brydon  had  a  great 
liking  for  rural  pursuits.  According- 
ly, in  1900,  he  acquired  his  late  home- 
stead on  Qlanford  Avenue,  in  Saan- 
ich,  which,  through  dint  of  energy 
and  patience,  be  made  one  of  the 
chief  fruit  farms  of  the  district. 

He  took  a  leading  part  in  theeres- 
tion  of  that  district  into  a  munici- 
pality and  was  honored  by  being 
elected  its  first  reeve. 

An  active  Liberal  in  politics,  he  un- 
successfully contested  the  district 
with  Mr.  D.  M.,  now  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Justice,  Eberts,  for  representative  in 
the  Provincial  Legislature  some  years 
ago. 

A  remarkable  tribute  to  persever- 
ance, patience  and  energy  tn  tri- 
umphing .  over  obstacles,  was  ps^^d 
Mr.  Brydon — a  builder,  who  late  la 
life  turned  to  fruit  growlng-7-when 
he  was  asked  by  the  Provincial  06v- 
ernment  to  undertake  lecturing  tours 
on  fruit  culture  among  the  fruit- 
growers of  the   Province. 

But  above  all  else.  Mr.  Brydon  wa« 
f.  churchman.  Jn  thts  relationship 
he  found  the  ins|!>lration  of  all  Hit 
activities.  On  bis  arrival  he  Identi- 
fied himself  with  St.  AndVew's 
Church  and  became  Interested  in  Sun- 
day school  work.  For  some  time  he 
taught  a  class  of  boys  in  the  old 
Broughton  Street  Hall,  which  lat<4r 
became  a  carpenter  shop.  In  various 
capacities  he  has  given  to  that  con- 
gregation, and  through  It  to  the  re- 
ligious life  ot  the  city,  the  benefit  of 
his  sound  Judgment  and  ripe  Chris- 
tian experience.  For  upwards  of 
thirty  years  he  h^s  been  one  of  the 
most  devoted  and  highly-esteemed 
elders. 

"An  honest  man  is  the  noblest  work 
of  God." 

Besides  his  widow,  there  survive 
three  sons,  Robert,  living  on  Alpha 
Street;  James,  on  Olanford  Avenuo, 
and  Walter,  at  home,  and  one  daui^h- 
ter.  Miss  Jane  D.,  teacher  in  tbe  Tt<- 
ileum  School.

SUSPENSION  OF  BIG 


Amateur  Athletic  Union  De- 
cides That  Alberta  Hockey 
League  Is  Professional  Or- 
ganization. 


WINNIPEG,  Dec.  11.— At  this 
afternoon's  meeting  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  oi  Canada,  the  execu- 
tive recommended  that  the  Big  Four 
Hockey  League  of  Alberta  be  sus- 
pended. 

That  the  Big  Four  Hockey  League 
of  Alberta  is  a  professional  organiza- 
tion, and  that  it  will  be  suspended  by 
the  Alberta  branch,  acting  under  In- 
structions from  the  parent  body,  was 
the  I  feeling  of  the  Amateur  Xthletlo 
Union  of  Canada  delegates  here  to- 
day, when  the  question  was  discussed 
at  length. 

According  to  information  given  by 
Messrs.  Jackson  and  Chown.  of  Al- 
berta, the  Big  Four  has  not  been 
operating  acnordlng  to  the  amateur 
laws  of  Canada,  and  a  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  league  will  be  put  to  the 
meeting  imm«diately  on  resuming 
after  lu9ch. 

StartUiic  Assertion 

There  were  several  Interesting  ex- 
changes Across  the  table  la  connec- 
tion with  amateur  hockey  In  Canada. 
J.  B.  Armstrong,  of  Rcglna,  somewhat 
startled  the  gathering  with  the  asser« 
tlon  that  there  was  not  much  doubt

OVER  FOUR  moysANO 

Red  Cross  Committees  ftojW^s 
to  See  Still  IVIore  Generous 
Response  to  Cry  of  Europe's 
Starving' Children 


The  British  Empire  Relief  <F)ind. 
up  to  last  Friday  reached  a  total  of 
94,447.2*.  The  committee  hopes  to 
see  this  fund  for  saving  the  starving 
children  of  Central  Europe  consid- 
erably increased.  A  writer,  comment- 
ing on  the  need  for  this  and  similar 
funds,  says: 

"There  they  are,  in  the  midst  of 
wrecked  homes,  and  farms, 'and  fac- 
tories; In  cities  crowded  with  masses 
of  refugees  without  sustaining  food 
for  children.,  through  the  destruction 
•f  livestock;'  seeds  for  planting,  raw 
materials,  tools,  and  mac|xlnery  sone;. 
great  areas  with  everytlUn«  bomad. 
or  looted,  or  smashed;  vast  unem- 
ployment for  workers;  no  means  of 
subsistence;  a  U.nd  of  economic  ruin. 
of  mnUlated  life,  and  lingering  death; 
and  in  the  midst  of  it  all — the  little 
children. 

"In  lonr  U»««  they  are  waiting  at 
the  food  kitchens.  Will  the  food  be 
here  for  them?  Will  they  be  turned 
away?  There  are  no  happy,  liealthy 
faces  In  those  long  lines — not  one. 
Toti  have  seen  rags  and  -  barefooted 
children,  bnt  never  so  many  little  boys 
and  glrla  literally  dressed  in  tatters. 
Boon  it  wDl  be  very  cold,  and  for  those 
iMire  little  feet'  and  legs  and  arms-* 
there  is  nothing  at  home  to  put  on. 

"Hollow  faces  and  sunken  bodies 
are  •  so  common  that  their  real 
oondlilon  does  not  become  evi- 
dent until  we  Inaulre  more 
oloaelr,  and  then  we  find  that 
most  of  them  are  from  one  to 
five  years  back  In  growth.  Children 
of  eight  years  of  age  have  not  reached 
the  normal  size  of  two  and  a  half. 
They  are  just  learning  to  stand  alone. 
Others  almost  as  old  con  not  yet 
stand  on  their  feet.  Their  arms,  and 
legs,  and  spines,  ant  chests  are 
twisted  and  warped.  The  flesh  and 
skin  are  shriveled  on  their  bones.  If 
is  surprising  that  life  can  still  exist 
there.  It  they  can  have, food  they 
will  gradualh^  regain  their  health  and 
strength,  buft  with  most  of  them  It,  is 
a  question  of  now  or  never.  Starva- 
tion and  tuberculosis  will  not  wait."

direction.  As  a  body  the  members 
were  pleased  with  the  results  of  the 
conference,  and  felt  that  much  good 
bad  been  accomplished. 

Demonstration^  were  watched  in- 
tently by  the  members,  Mrs.  Napier 
giving  that  In  lace  making  prior  to 
the  luncheon  served  by  the  Local 
Council  of  Women  at  the  T.  W.  C.  A. 
to  the  delegates:  while  the  display  of 
wool  brought  by  Mrs.  Dennis  Harris 
and  Mrs.  McKay  was  examined  with 
much  Interest  also.  Some  of  the  wool- 
len comforters  of  which  they  spoke 
were  completed  by  workers  while 
Mrs.  Harris  gave  her  talk  to  the  In- 
sUtute. 

Other  speakers  of  the  evening  were 
Mr.  H.  Charlesworth,  of  the  EU  C. 
Teachers'  Federation,  and  D/.  H.  B. 
Young,  of  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health.  The  former  spoke  at  con- 
siderable length  on  the  subject  of 
"Bducatlon  and  Better  Schools," 
dealing  with  the  topic  under  the  sub- 
headings of  Building,  Equipment  and 
Teachers.  He  gave  maiiy  practical 
hints  as  to  the  assistance  which  could 
be  given  by  the  Women'stlnstltutes  in 
the  rural  districts,  by  helping  to  build 
up  public  opinion  and  promoting  har- 
monious conditions  for  the  teacher. 
Ha  particularly  advocated  securing, 
wherever  posRible,  fq^  the  /'  rural 
schools  teachers  of  experience,  who 
would  be  able  to  cope  with  the  diffi- 
culties which  naturally  exist  where  a 
big     roomful     ot     pupils     represents 


every  grade  of  work  from  beginners 
up  to  entrance  class. 

Factions  Klementa 

In  addition  to  this,  he  noted,  there 
are  too  often  factious  elements  in  the 
rural  communities  which  can  only  be 
met  successfully  by  older  women  with 
experience,  whereas  the  tradition  was 
that  the  young  teacher  fresh  from  the  f 
Normal  School  should  be  sent  to  the 
country  to  get  her  expei^nce  before 
going  Into  the  city  school. 

"You  should  not  be  willing  to  be 
the  experimenting  ground  for  the 
city,"  said  the  speaker. 

He  referred  to  some  of  the  most 
frequently  found  "lacks"  of  the  coun- 
try school,  so  far  as  the  building  it- 
self was  concerned.  These,  however, 
were  rarely  remarkable,  the  standard 
of  structure  in  this  Province  being 
fairly  good.  He  advocated,  wherever 
schools  were  not  already  built,  but 
on)y  under  contemplation,  that  they 
be  constructed  at  the  first  with  a  view 
to  making  them  community  centres 
— ^to  be  used  as  schools  in  the  day- 
time and  In  the  evenings  as  recrea- 
tion centres  for  the  people  of  the 
whole  community.  In  this  way  the 
ratepayer  would  feel  that  he  was  get- 
ting value  for  his  money  In  full,  and 
there  would  be  less  objection  to  ex- 
pending money  on  a  really  good  sub- 
stantial building.  It  was  to  be  re- 
gretted that  so  few  schools,  either 
from  the  viewpoint  of  utility  or 
beauty,    had    good    grounda       Rural

schools  were  often  badly  In  need  of 
equipment,  maps,  charts,  nature 
study  apparatus,  playground  equip- 
ment. 

The  difficulty  of  retaining  teachers 
In  the  rural  schools  should  indicate 
to  rural  communities  that  conditions 
were  not  as  they  should  be.  Figures 
which  he  had  gathered  together 
showed  that  of  587  teachers  em- 
ployed in  the  Province  In  1918  only 
69  stayed  at  the  same  school  the  fol- 
lowing year.  It  waii  Important  to  the 
children  that  they  should  not  shift 
about  and  change  their  teacher  like 
this  every  year.  And  it  was  up  to  the 
rural  communities  to  make  the  con- 
ditions so  fTiat  the  teacher  would 
stay. 

The  subnormal  child  and  the  super- 
normal child  in  the  rural  community 
were  deserving  of  consideration,  and 
to  these  the  speaker  devoted  a  few 
moments  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
address. 

Dr.  Young's  Address 
Dr.  H.  E.  Young  was  Introduced 
by  Dr.  Warnock,  who  vj>ccupied  the 
chair  on  Friday  evening,  and  spoke 
earnestly  to  the  litdles  on  the  subject 
of  "Necessity  for  Co-ordination  in 
Public  Health."  He  Indicated  how 
would-be  critics  of  the  Department 
of  Health  failed  to  read  the  reports 
which  had  been  carefully  compiled 
for  the  enlightenment  of  Just  such 
persoiu.  Governments  might  suggest 
and  make  laws,  but  they  were  power- 
less to  enforce  them  unless  the  people 
understood  tnem  and  we/e  anxious  to 
carry  them  out  To  get  this  kind  of 
co-operation  from  the  people  required 
e(^catlon,  and  it  was  Just  such  organ- 
izations as  the  Women's  Institutes 
that  could  do  this  work  In  the  rural 
communities.  Reference  was  made  to 
the  accomplishments  along  the  line  of 
child  welfare  work,  co-ordlnatlofl  of 
all  the  various  organizations  engaged 
in  this  having  Just  recently  been 
achieved  through  the  Federal  organ- 
ization linking  up  the  various  Provin- 
cial organizations.  This  Child  Welfare 
Council  operates  under  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  through  which  the  cam- 
paign for  the  stamping  out  of  ven- 
ereal diseases  would  be  carried  out. 
Work  of  the  Health  Centres  scattered 
about  the  Province  came  in  for  men- 
tion also,  and  Dr.  Young  reminded 
the  audience  how  the  Women's  Insti- 
tutes could  back  up  the  nurfes  with 
their  Influence  in  the  various  com- 
munities and  help  to  advance  the 
record  of  accomplishment. 

"I  am  asking  you  Women's  Insti- 
tutes to  use  .the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health  as  a  medium  for  obtaining  any 
data  which  you  may  require  in  con- 
nection with  matters  pertaining  to 
health,"  said  Dr.  Young,  i^ho  recalled 
tliat  the  Institute  at  Cowichan*  was 
the  flrat  in  the  Province  to  take  up 
the  question  of  public  health.  Vol- 
antary  organisations'  filled  a  niche 
which  the  Ooremment  could  not 
reach.  Their  function  was  to  func- 
tion themselves  out  of  exlstenee;  la 
other  words,  they  could  work  up  pub- 
Ile  opintsb  to  a  point  where  the  r*- 
■penaihllity  .eould  be  shifted  to  th« 
leglslatora. 


SUNDAY  SERVICES  AT 
CENTPINIAL  CHURCH 


Rev.    J.    Lb    Batty,      after     several 
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weeks  of  Illness,  preached  on  Sunday 
last  both  morning  and  evening.  His 
subject  In  the  morning  was  "The

his  mother's  womb,  was  carried;

There  Is  no  problem  equal  to  the 
problem  of  the  "lame  man-"  If  we 
believe  that  life  Is  eternal,  there  is 
no  problem  ^of  so  much  Importance. 
Peter  and  John  had  not  been  long  on 
their  great  mission  ^hen  this  Incident 
occurred. 

Elijah  was  prepared  on  Mt.  Car- 
mel  to  prove  who  ought  to  be  wor- 
shipped; saying,  "The  God  that  an- 
swereth  by  fire,  let  him  be  Ood." 
That  was  to  be  the  test.  The  stand 
that  Jesus  took  was  mUt:h  the  same. 
He  said,  "The  tree  is  known  by  its 
fruit."  If  the  christian  church  can- 
not heal  the  "lame  man,"  it  is  of  no 
use. 

Consider  the  "lame  man"  intellec- 
tually, morally,  and  spiritually  lame; 
also  the  man  who  has  to  be  carried. 
The  intellectually  lame  is  a  man  full 
ot  doubt.  Hear  what  he  has  to  say. 
He  win  tell  you  that  the  church  does 
not  know.  He  sajrs.'Tlmes  have 
changed.  The  preacher  Is  not  al- 
lowed to  stand  up  and  say  'thou 
Shalt.'  Fifty  years  of  free  education 
has  taught  the  people  to  think  for 
themselves.  They  say,  The  pulpit  is 
no  longer, able  to  wield  the  same  in- < 
fluence  as  formerly.'"  Is  this  ti'ue? 
Seeing  we  have  had  fifty  years  of 
free  education  the  people  ought  to 
think.  We  admit  that  if  the  christian 
church  dues  not  keep  up  with  the 
times  she  will  die.  Times  may 
change,  but  there  are  somethings 
that  never  change.  Ood  never 
changes,  and  Bin"'never  changes.  God 
is  the  saifte  yesterday,  today  and  for- 
ever. 81n  can  damn  a  soul  as  cer- 
tainly and  as  quickly  as  fifty  years 
ago.  If  it  could  sc^nd  a  man  to  liell 
fifty  years  ajfo,  it  can  today.  Sin  is 
the  same  And  Christ  is  the  same.  No 
hnnuin  intellect  could  grapple  with 
the  problem  of  sin.  There  is  Just  aa 
much  of  Heaven  in  the  Bible  today 
as  in  our  grandfather's  days;  and 
Just  as  much  of  hell.  Some  theolo- 
gians would  like  to  take  hell  out  of 
the  Bible  but  they  cannot.  Thi  best 
minds  of  the  l»th  century  are  agreed 
on  the  teachings' of  Christ*  regarding 
both  Heaven  and  hell.  Another 
thing  that  never  changes  la  OoTa 
Word.  Have  you  lost  the  trtithe 
taught  by  a  christian  mother?     They 


I  are  fundamental,  and  they  have  not 
changed. 

BovtiB  people  are  morally  lame. 
There  is  no  need  to  emphasize  this.

tJRING  the  year  1903,  the  area 
under  police  protection  was 
greatly  increased  by  one  de- 
tachment of  five  men,  under  the 
command  of  Super^tendcnt 
Hoodie,  being  selected  to  accompany  the 
Hudson's  Bay  expedition  into  the  forest  and 
most  northern  r^ioni  of  Canada,  and  another 
expedition  being  dispatched  in  May  to  the 
Arctic  Ocean,  consistjng  of  five  men,  under 
the  command  of  Superintendent  Constantine. 
This  latter  detachment  reached  Fort  Mac- 
pherson,  on  tlic  Pelly  River,  early  in  June,' 
and  after  Superintendent  Constantine  had  ar- 
ranged for  quarters  for  the  men,  he  returned 
to  l^'ort  Saskatchewan,  leaving  Sergeant  (late 
Inspector)   F.  J.  Fitzgerald  in  charge. 

Fitzgerald's  instructions  were,  as  soon  as 
possible,  to  push  even  fourther  north  and  es- 
tablish an  outpost  on  Herschel  Island,  eighty 
miles  northwest  from  the  mouth  of  the  Mac- 
kenzie River,  in  the  Arctic  Ocean.  In  com- 
pliance with  these  orders,  he  left  Fort  Mac- 
pherson  on  July  29,  accompanied  by  Constable 
.Sutherland  _amL  Interpreier  Thompson^  reach- 
ing the  island  on  August  7,  and  thereby  hav- 
ing the  honor  of  establishing,  at  this  point, 
the  most  northerly  outpost  in  the  British 
:Einpirc. 

Sergeant  Fitzgerald's  report  on  existing 
conditions  at  the  island  iS  worthy  of  note.  He 
described  Herschel  Island  as  being  twelve 
miles  long  and  from  two  to  four  miles  widh. 
He  further  stated :  "It  is  very  barren,  no  trees 
or  scrub  on  it;  ^1  fuel  has  to  be  brought  from 
the  mainland  during  the  Winter  by  dogs,  and  ' 
during  the  Summer  by  the  mission  steamboat. 
There  are  six  large  buildings  on  the  island, 
four  being  owned  by  the  Pacific  Steaih  Whal- 
ing Company.  One  of  these  is  loaned  to  the 
mission  and  used  as  a  dwelling  house;  the 
other  three  are  storehouses  of  the  company. 
The  other  two  are  storehouses,  owned  by  the*^ 
mission  and  Captain  MoKenna,  whaler;  bt^p 
sides  these,  there  are  fifteen  huts,  made  of  any 
old  boards  or  packing  cases  and  very  heavily  |, 
coyer^d  with  sods;  they  are  very  warm.  These 
are  owned  by  the  Pacific  Steam  Whaling  Com- 
pany, and  are  used  in  the  Winter  by  the  of- 
ficers of  the  whalers." 

During  Fitzgerald's  stay  on  the  island, 
some  eifijlu  or  nine  vessels  touched  there,  but 
little  trading  was  done,  as  the  natives  had 
very  little  to  sell.  Having  no  tariff  as  to 
customs  duties,  he  was  unable  to  collect  any 
dues,  and  was  forced  to  content  himself  with 
'warning  all  captains  against  supplying  liquor 
to  the  natives.  One  Eskimo  who  had  ob- 
tained liquor  by  means  kdown  only  to  himself, 
was  sentenced  by  the  sergeant  to  a  few  days' 
imprisonment  as  a  warning  to  others  of  the 
tribe.  It  was  concluded  that  the  only  proper 
method  of  enforcing  the  liquor  and  customs 
laws  was  by  means  of  a  revenue  cutter,  which 
could  also  be  made  use  of  in  obtaining  sup- 
pliea^     The  existing  huts  on  the  island  were 


Thomas,  of  Pleasant  Valley,  north  of  Red 
Deer  River*  reported  the  mysterious  disap- 
pearance of  hi«'hrotber-it>4aw,  J.  R.  Belt,  froQV 
his  Ranch,  thirty-tight  miles  east  of  Laconibe. 
Constable  McLeod, . .  ***  -  "^  Division,  in- 
vestigated, and  ioun'd  trtatSnrhen^Belt  was  last' 
seen,  about  Ngvember  i,  a  yoiiDg  man  calling, 
himself  Bert  Elseworth  was  staying  \fith  him. 
The  description  of  Elseworth  proved  him  to 
be  Cashel.  Belt's  horse,  his  saddle,  with 
name  of  J.  R.  Belt  on  shotgun,    clothes  and 


connecting  Cashel  with  the  disappearan({e  of 
Belt  was  complete,  with  the  exception  of  fture 
informatioa  as  to  where  Belt  was. 

On  July  ao  John  Watson,  a  farmer/living 
some  thirty  miles  down  the  Red  Deer  from 
Belt's  place,  discovered, '  while  hunting  for 
cattle,  the  body  of  a  man  floating  in  the  river, 
which  he  secured.  The  police  and  the  coroner 
were  notified  and  an  inquest  held,  a^  which 
the  body,  although  much  decomposed,  was 
fully  identified  as  that  of  J.  R.  Belt^  mainly  by 


answering  the  description  at  the  place  of  m 
man  called  Thomas  Armstrong,  six  miles  east 
of  Calgary.  This  man  had  left  there  on  the 
morning  and  walked  along  the  track  «ast. 
During  the  i6th,  17th  and  i8th»  the  country 
north,  south  and  east  of  Arms^rqpg's  jwas 
continually  patrolled^  and  the  police  had  ap- 
parently reliable  information  at  the  same  time 
of  the  fugitive  being  at  six  other  points.  On 
the  evening  of  the  i8th,  it  would  appear  that 
Cashel  •was  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  for 


money,  including  a  $50  gold  certificate,  were 
missing.  *  As  there  were  grave  suspicions  of 
Cashel  having  murdered  Belt,  Superintendent 
Sanders  detailed  Constable  Pennycuick  to 
follow  up  the  case.  A  look-out  was  kept  in 
tvery  direction  to  prevent  the  fugitive  going 
Squth,  and  every  detachment  warned. 
'^  On  January  17,  1903,  Mr.  HeaTy,  of  Jump- 
ing Pond,  lent  a  horse  to  a  man  answering 
Casjiel's  description  and  giving  the  name  of 
Elseworth ;  the  horse  was  not  Returned.  The 
Mounted  Police  next  heard  of  the  man  neir 
Morley^  then  at  Kananaskis,  wheri  iie  stole  a 
diatfiond  ring  and  abandoned  his  hors?.  The 
seat'ch  no^y  became  confined  to  the  railway. 
Trainmen  and  others  were  warned,  and  con- 
stables sent  along  the  line.  In  spite  of  thi$, 
Cashel  managed  one  evening  to  steal  the 
clothes  of  the  trainmen  from  a  baboose  at  Can- 
more.  Finally,  on  January  24,  Cashel  was  ar- 
rested by  Constable  Blyth  at  Anthracite.  On 
him  was  found  a  pair  of  brown  corduroy 
trousers  similar  to  those  «i  the  possession  of 
J,  R.  Belt  and  the  diamond  ring  stolen  at  Ka- 
nanaskis. The  police  now  found  that  Cashel 
had  been  living  with  the  halfbreed^  near  Cal- 
gary for  some  time,  and  that  he  had  arrived 
there  early  in  November,  shortly  after  he  was

mad^  use  of  by  the  police  for  som^  two  years, 
but  the  shortage  of  supplies  in  general  will 
be  accentuated  by  the  fact  that  -Fitzgerald 
was  obliged  to  cut  shoft  this  year's  report,  as 
he  had  come  to  the,  end  of  his  paper  supply. 

It  Is  instructive  to  compare  the  record  of 
crlm€  in  the  Northwest  'Territories  in  1903 
with  that  of  1893,  ten  years  before.  'The  es- 
timated population  in  1893  was  113,000,  and 
total  convictions  614;  estimated  population  in 
1903  was  350,000,  and  convictions  3,163. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  criminal  cases 
of  thi»  titne  (i96a?i904)  was  that  of  Rest  ts. 
Cashel,  murderv,  horse  stealing,  forgery  and 
escaping  from  custody. 

Ernest  Cashel,  f  young  man  of  twentr-two 
years,  came  to  the  Northwest  Territories 
from  Buffalo*  Wyoming^,  U.S.A.,  and  com- 
menced a  remaricaMe  caretr.  On  October  14, 
190a,  he  escaped  from  )he .Calgary  dty  police, 
alter  being  arreiled  for  forgery,  and  after 
some  little  delay,  "E"  Division  of  the  North- 
west Moanted  Police  were  notified  and  com- 
menced pursuit.  On  October  aa  Cashel  stole 
a  htkj  pony  near  Lacombe  in  his  efforts  to  es- 
cape. After  tills,  no  word  of  him  was  rt- 
ccUcd  oBtU  November  19^  mbm   one,    D.  A. 


seen  at  Belt's.  Constable  Pennycuick  visited 
the  breeds  and  got  clothing  and  other  articles 

'  Cashel  had  left  there,  amongst  then^  was  the 
balance  of  the  corduroy  suit  owned  by  J.  R. 

^Belt.  He  also  got  evidence  of  a  $50  bill  the 
'prisoner  had. 

As  the  body  of  Belt  couM  not  be  produced 
or  accounted  for,  the  prisoner  was  charged 
simply  witb  stealing  a  horse  from  Glen  Healy 
and  a  diamond  ring  from  the  section  foreman 
at  Kananaskis.  Meantime  Constable  Penny- 
cuick and  others  commenced  to  trace  the 
movements  of  the  accused  from  the  time  he 
had  left  Belt's  to  the  date  of  his  arrival  at  the 
halfbreed  camp,  and  on  May  14,  1903,  Erntffet 
Cashel  was  sentenced  by  the  Chief  Justice  to 
three  years'  imprisonment  in  Stony  Moantaio 
Penitentiary. 

When  the  ice  went  out  of  the  river  in  tlw 
Spring,  careial  search  was  mad*-  for  Belt's 
body  in  the  Red  Deer  River,  Constables 
Rogers  and  Pennycuick  searching  the  stream 
in  a  canoe  for  several  hundred  miles,  but  with- 
out success.  Constable  Pennycuick  traced 
Cashel  from  Belt's  place,  with  Belt's  clothes, 
hone,  saddle  and  $50  gold  certificate  to  a 
near  Cal^O*  ^od  tlie  chaia  o£  cvideaca 


a  deformed  toe  on  the ;  left  foot  and  an  iron 
clamp  which  the  deceased  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  wearing  on  the  heel  of  his  left  boot. 
A  bullet  hole  was  found  in  the  left  brei^st,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  hole,  near  the  shoulder  blade, 
a  .44  bullet  of  the  same  calibre  as  the  revolver 
and  rifle  carried  by  Cashel.  ,  ^  . »    . 

An  information  was  now  laid  against 
Cashel  for  murder.  The  trial,  which  lasted 
from  October  19  to  27,  ended  by  the  jury 
bringing  in  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and  the  pris- 
oner was  duly  sentenced  to  be  hanged  on  De- 
cember 15  at  Calgary. 

This  was  by  no  means  the  finish  of  the 
case,  for,  on  December  10,  Cashel's  brother, 
who  had  arrived  from  Wyoming,  managed  to 
get  two  revolvers  to  him  whilst  visitmg  the 
cells  under  authority  from  the  Chief  Justice, 
and  through  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
guard,  the  prisoner  was  allowed  to  escape 
just  five  days  before  the  date  set  for  his 
execution. 

The  pursuit  was  commenced  at  once,  but 
the  police  were  handicapped  by  the  weather, 
the  night  being  particularly  dark  and  snow- 
ing hard.  Every  available  man  was  turned 
out.  Mounted  patrols  covered  all  the  roads, 
and  a  thorough  search  was  made  of  the  neigh- 
borhood. Constable  Coulter,  one  of  the 
mounted  patrols,  shortly  after  the  escape,  ar- 
rested John  Cishel  on  the  street;  he  was 
evidently  expecting  to  meet  his  brother  and 
had  a  parcel  of  footwear,  obviously  for  the 
fugitive's  use,  and  a  pocketful  of  revolver 
cartridges.  Next  day,  not  having  picked  up 
any  trace,  and  being  satisfied  that  the  trains 
were  being  too  carefully  watched  for  him  to 
have  got  away  by  that  means,  Superintendent 
Sanders  decided  that  there  wSs  nothing  to  be 
done  but  to  send,  parties  out  and  warn  the 
whole  country. 

On  December  12,  Commissioner  Perry  ar- 
rived from  Regina,  accompanied  by  the  ad- 
jutant, and  assumed  charge  of  the  operations. 
Superintendents  Primrose  and  Begin  were 
ordered  to  place  patrols  to  the  south,  extend- 
ing from  the  mountains  and  along  the  Little 
Bow.  Reinforcements  were  ordered  from 
Regina  to  Macleod;  ten  non-commissioned 
officers  and  men  from  Regina,  six  from  Maple 
Creek  and  one  from  Ednjonton,  wfere  ordered 
to  Calgary.  A  reward  of  $1,000  was  oflFered 
for  the  capture  of  the  fugitive,  or  for  informa- 
tifTn  leading  to  his  capture.  On  December  13, 
the  police  had  reports  of  a  man  answering  the 
description  of  Cashel  being  seen  at  Cochrane, 
twenty  miles  west,  and  on  the  Elbow  River, 
south  of  there.  Inspector  Worseley  and 
party  left  for  the  fcfrmer  and  Inspector  Knight 
and  party  for  the  latter  place.  Inspector 
Knight  found  that  Constable  Spurf,  with  an 
Indian  tracker,  whom  Superintendent  iSanders 
had  started  out  on  the  11th  from  Morley,  had 
been  on  the  trades  of  a  man  in  the  snow,  and 
had  tracked  him  to  a  ranch,  where  the  descrip- 
tion given  left  no  doubt  it  was  Cashel.  Spun- 
followed  him  up  and  found  he  was  making  for 
Calgary.  He  actually  went  to  a  house  that 
Cashel  was  in,  but  the  old  woman  and  her 
son  who  lived  there  dented  the  presence  of 
any  stranger.  The  son  was  afterwards 
sentenced  to  three  months'  imprisonment  for 
assisting  Cashel  on  this  occasion.  Inspector 
Knight  searched  all  houses  in  that  vicinity 
during  the  night  and  found  \  pony  hfrd  been 
stolen  from  one  place.  Next  morning  the 
police  found  thie  pony  near  Calgary  and 
footmarks  leading  from  the  place  where  it  was 
found  into  town.  Later  the  police  found  that 
Cashel  had  stopped  during  the  night  at  a 
rancher's,  named  Rigby,  six  miles  -west  of 
Calgary,  Rigby  and  all  his  family  being  away. 
Whilst  there  he  changed  his  clothes  he  had 
escaped  in  and  selected  a  new  outfit  from  Mr. 
Rigby's  wardrobe.  A  note  was  left  with  the 
old  clothes,  and  easily  recognised  as  Cashel's 
handwriting,  which  read:  "Ernest  Cashel, 
$i/>oa    Return  in  six  months." 

Pfl^the  i^th,  the    police  beard    o£  »  man 


he  was  seen  by  a  citizen,  who  reported  it  too 
late  to  be  of  any  service.  At  4  a.m.  on  the 
18th,  patrols  carefully  searched  the  halfbreed 
camps  and  wooded  coulees  west  of  Calgary, 
and  on  this  turning  out  unsuccessful,  it  was 
concluded  that  the  fugitive  must  be  either  in 
the  town  of  Calgary  or  to  the  east.  Commis- 
sioner Perry  left  for  Regina  on  December  23, 
leaving  Superintendent  Sanders  again  in 
charge.  The  usual  crop  of  rumors  kept  com- 
ing in  each  day;  in  fact,  this  condition  of  af- 
fairs continued  to  the  end  of  December, 
Cashel  being  reported  as  being  seen  anywhere 
from  Calgary  to  Great  Falls,  Montana.    "^'  • 

On  January  11,  Mr,  Crossar,  a  rancher, 
four  miles  east  of  Calgary,  reported  that  at 
10 :30  p.m.  of  January  9  a  man  had  come  into 
his  brother's  house  with  a  revolver  in  his  hand 
and  asked  for  a  horse.  He  then  said:  "I  guess 
you  know  who  I  am.  I  am  Cashel.  I  am  not 
after  a  horse,  but  I  am  desperate,  and  must 
have  money.  I  have  plenty  of  friends,  but 
still  I  want  money."  Crossar  gave  him  all  he 
had,  $12,  then  Cashel  asked  for  his  bank  book, 
and  also  asked  for  _the  newspapers.  After 
reading  these,  he  wrote  a  letter,  and  spoke  of 
men  whom  he  had  heard  had  helped  the  police 
and  said  he  would  get  even  with  them.    "The 


in  burning  the  house  or  stack  where  ht  wtm 
lound  in  order  to  .prevent  loss  of  life. 

At  II  ;30,  a*  portion  of  Superintendent 
Duff  us'  party,  consisting,  of  Constables 
Rogers,  Peters, .  Biggs,  Stark  and  l^r.  Con- 
nell,  while  searching  Mr.  Pitman^s  ranch,  six 
miles  from  Calgary,  came  across  Cashd  in  the 
cellar.  Constable  Biggs  found  him,  and  was 
fired  at  by  Cashel  out  of  the  darkness^  Biggn 
returned  the  shot  and  rau|  up  the  steps,  beings 
fired  at  again.  Constable  Rogers,  the  senior 
constable,  ordered  the  men  to  come  out  of  tfao 
hou^e  and  surround  it.  He  then  sent  word  to 
In6pector  Duffus,  who  was  at  a  nearby  tandu. 
The  inspector,  after  speaking  to  Cashel  and 
advising  him  to  surrender  without  success^ 
decided  to  set  fire  to  the  building,  which  was 
a  mere  shack.  This  was  done,  Cashel  agree- 
ing to  come  out  as  soon  as  the  smoke  began  to 
enter  the  cellar.  Everything  nvent  to  sho>n 
that  Cashel  had  been  living  in  a  haystadd 
alongside  of  the  house  forborne  time.  A  cowl 
robe  and  spring  mattress  were  found  in  mi 
large  hole  burrowed  under  t4ie  stack,  together* 
with  several  indications  of  its  occupancy  for 
a  lengthy  period.  The  two  men  living  at  the 
ranch  were  afterwards  arrested,  and  one  ofl 
them  received  six  months'  imprisonmenL 

During  the  pursuit  the  date  of  escecution 
was  put  off  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chief) 
Justice,  and  on  the  day  after  his  capture^ 
Cashel  was  brought  before  His  Lordship  an<l^ 
finally  sentenced  to  be  hanged  on  February  2„ 
1904.  The  prisoner  was  hanged  in  the  guard- 
room yard  on  that  date,  and  confessed  his 
guilt  to  Rev.  Mr.  Kerby  just  previous  to  leav- 
ing his  cell  for  the  scaffold. 

On  November  30,  1903,  the  late  Super-' 
inten4ent  A.  H.  Griesbach,  having  completed 
thirty  years'  honorable  service,  retired  dn 
pension.  He  was  the  first  man  to  join  on  or- 
ganization in  1873,  and  <was  shortly  afterwards 
promoted  to  regimental  sergeant-major.  Hi* 
commission  soon  followed.  Before  joining  the 
force  he  had  ^een  service  with  the  iSth  Hus- 
sars, with  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  in  Soutlt 
Africa,  and  "with  the  ist  Ontario  Rifles  in  the 
Red  River  Rebellion.  He  wks  given  the  rank 
of  major  during  the  Northwest  Rebellion.  Ho 
had  the  honor  of  being  an  extra  aide  de  camp 
to  llis  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
during  Lord  Aberdeen's  tenure  of  office.  Tho 
superintendent  took  with  him  on  retirement 
the  best  wishes  of  all  ranks. 

For  some  years  it  had  been  customary  for 
the  majority  of  American  settlers  enterin|^, 
Canada  to  carry  revolvers,  and  as  thb  practice 
was  prohibited  in  Canada,  it  devolved  on  thtf 
police  to  enforce  the  law.  An  example  of 
spme  of  the  trials  and  troubles  so  caused  ia 
set  out  in  the  following  clipping  ifom  Tho 
Moose  Jaw  Times. during  the  latter  end  of 
1903*. 

'*The  quiet  town  of  Weybum,  on  the  Soo 
line,  was  much  disturbed  by  a  man  who  came 
from  Idaho  some  weeks  ago.  He  paraded  the 
streets  of  Weybum  in  the  afternoon,  shooting 
holes  through  the  veranda  of  one  of  the  hotels. 
A  citizen  who  had  put  his  head  out  of  the 
window  was  ordered  to  take  it  in  or  he  would 
put  a  hole  in  it.  Another  citizen  was  com- 
pelled to  hold  up  his  hat  while  he  took  a  shot 
at  it.     When  this    citizen  told  him  to    keep 
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same  night  he  must  have  visited  Armstrdhg's 
(the  place  he  had  slept  in  on  December  14), 
because  next  day  Armstrong,  on  his  return 
hom^  found  the  place  had  been  ransacked.  , 

For  some  days  Cashel  appeared  at  all  the 
farms,  in  a  radius  of  about  ten  miles,  making 
the  same  demands  at  each  place,  so,  not  get- 
tingt  any  further  information.  Superintendent 
Sanders  marked  off  an  area  on  the  map,  col- 
lected all  the  men  possible,  and  obtained  help 
from  the  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles  and 
various  ranchers,  and  with  these  men  started 
a  methodical  search  of  the  marked  area. 

On  Sunday,  January  24.  a  party  of  forty, 
all  told,  assembled  at  the  Calgary  barracks. 
These  Superintendent  5anders  divided  up  into, 
five  parties  under  Major  Barwisi  Inspector 
Knight,  Inspector  Duffus,  Sergeast-Major 
Belcher  and  himself.  Each  pact  edosisted  of 
police  and  citizens  equally  divided.  The 
leader  of  each  detachment  was  given  a  certain 
district,  comprising  so  many  townships,  with- 
in which  he  was  to  search  every  bnildtng, 
cellar,  roothoose  and  haystack.  The  ioper- 
intendent  alto  ordered  that  should  the  f«gf-' 
tive  be  discoveicdL  tk^  iMie  »a%  10  kfuiuu 


quiet  or  he  would  be  run    in,  his  reply 

that  there  was  no'  Canadian  who  could  arrett 
him:  He  did  not  stop  at  this;  he  offered  to 
bet  $25  that  no  Northwest  Mounted  Police- 
man could  arrest  him.  The  justice  of  the  peace 
telegra^ed  to  Halbrite  for  ConsUble  Lett, 
who  arrested  this  wild  and  woolly  man  from 
Idaho  in  Ihe  boarding  house;  He  took  the  re- 
volver frdni  him,  and  then  with  the*  same  gun 
he  compelled  him  to  hold  up  his  hands  to  re- 
ceive the  bfaceleU,  which  Wire  adjusted  in 
quick  order.  .  .  .  Our  American  friends 
join  us  in  saying  that  the  time  is  past  years 
ago  hi  Canada  for  ope  man  to  rule  a  UMa!^9nd 
that  there  is  nothing  better  for  a  man  of  this 
type  than  the  Northwest  Mounts  Poliee^ 
backed  up  by  CMn^Ai^^  Imt."

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HEN  a  truth  becomes  a  truism, 
and  is  heard  in  the  speech  of 
dull  men  as  a  platitude,  it  is  a 
sign  that  it  needs  restatement 
by  all  those  to  whom  it  has  not 
ceased  to  be  a  pregnant  and  vital  thing.  It  is 
perhaps  too  much  tb  say  of  the  statement  that 
the  hope  of  the  world  lies  in  the  right  educa- 
tion of  its  youth,  that  it  was  in  danger  of  be- 
coming such  a  truism,  when  the  outbreak  of 
Armageddon  put  a  sudden  period  of  indif- 
ference as  to  most  of  the  social,  political  and 
economic  problems  of  these  times.  What  it 
is  truf  to  say,  however,  is  that  the  war  has 
had  tiie  effect  of  reiterating  that  statement 
with  a  dramatic  and,  indeed,  terrible  per- 
sistence. It  has  become  the  burden  of  the 
great  chant,  heard  as  an  undying  echo  of  all 
the  vast,  sorrowful  litanies  of  the  war,  and 
^ew  are  the  ears  that  are  now  deaf  to  it.  And 
for  that  reason  it  is  both  permissible  and 
necessary  to  start  the  brief  account  of  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  given  her^ 
witii  in  a  key  pitched  to  the  utterances  of 
serious  and  important  matters. 

Such  a  note  is  sounded  by  the  authorities 
of  the  University,  i»  a  general  statement  of 
lU  icope  and  activities,  issued  by^them  nearly- 
two  years  ago.  That  statement  says:  "The 
University  of  Bntith  Columbia  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  provincial  system  of  public  educa- 
tion. It  supplements  and  completes  thft  in- 
structi6n  and  training  given  in  the  elementary, 
high  and  vocs^tional  schools  of  the  Province. 
The  development  of  the  highest  type  of  Can- 
adian citizenship  is  its  fundamental  aim.  Its 
purpose  is  to  establish  on  the  British  Pkcific 
Coast  constant^  mproving  facilities  for  de- 
veloping scholarship  and  culture,  and  main- 
taining high  standards  of  thought  and  con- 
duct. These  are  the  prime  essentials  of 
university  education,  towards  the  promotion 
of  which  ail  academic  effort  must  contribute." 

An  Ambitious  Project 

That  statement,  admirable  in  its  restraint 
and  conciseness,  is  nevertheless  the  declara- 
tion of  a  most  ambitious  purpose.  It  was  a 
courageous  thing  to  plan  the  creation  of  a 
university  for  British  Columbia.  An  outside 
estimate  of  the  present  population  of  the 
Province  puts  it  at  something  ov^r  half  a 
million  people.  When  the  university  came 
into  existence  it  is  probable  that  that  popuhi- 
tion  did  not  exceed  450.000.  An  approxima- 
tion to  the  needs  of  Provincial  students  had 
been  met  for  some  years  by  tile  colleges  of 
Vancouver  and  Victoria,  affiliated  yith  Me* 
Gill  Unirertity.  The  JJniversity  of  Washing- 
ton, and  the  famous  colleges  of  Berlteley  afkd 
Stanford,  were  •  oflfering  attractive  indoee- 
ments  to  the  ambitious  high  school  graduates 
of  British  Columbia.  For  those  who  could 
afford  it.  there  was  McGill,  already  the  classic 
cbllege  of  Canada,  and  rapidly  moving  to  an 
assured  position  among  the  famous  aniver> 
sides  of  the  Bnglish-speaking  world.  It  needed 
high  qualities,  both  of  will  and  imagination, 
to  .project,  under  such  conditions,  tlie 
University  of  British  Cotmirt>im. 

But  it  would  be  the  surest  mark  of  de- 
ficient statesmanship  to  define  the  larftr 
problems  of  the  i^vince  in  the  terms  of  its 
present  population.  In  the  nature  of  things 
that  population  must  be,  for  many  jmH  to 
come,  a  commonity  of  pioneers.  It  is  a  voice 
crying,  %  laborer  toiUng,  ia  the  wUteaetSi  it 


is  maJcing  straight  the  ^aths  of  a  nation  to  be. 
Nations,  like  men,  achieve  a  destiny  propor- 
tioned to  their  vision  of  it;  greatness — despite 
the  adage — was  never  thrust  upon  a  people 
unfit  to  bear  the  burdens  of  greatness.  So  it 
is  that  the  pioneer,  whether  of  an  idea  or  as 
an  adventurer,  borne  on  the  westward-setting 
tide  of  Empire,  must  pay  a  high  price  for  the 
privilege  of  being  a  pioneer.  So  it  was  also, 
no  doubt,  that  the  people  of  British  Columbia 
had  a  faith  in  the  future  big  enough  to 
prompt  them  to  this  task  of  creating  an  in- 
stitution of  learning  that  should  grow  up  with 
the  country.  It  was  precisely  such  a  faith, 
and  no  other,  that  created  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge, ^  and  while  the  University  of  British 
ColumbiJi  continues  to  aim  at  the  develop- 
ment of  the  "highest  type  of  Canadian 
citizenship"  and  "scholarship  and  culture" 
and  the  maintenance  of  "high  standards  of 
thought  and  conduct,"  it  need  not  fear  to 
abide  the  hard  test  of  mention  whh  the  parent 
schools  of  the  English-speaking  race. 

JSegan  in  19x5 
These  statements  are  not,  in  this  connec- 
tion,, the  wide  generalizations  they  would 
otherwise  be,  for  the  achievements  of  tl\jt 
University  can  only  be  appraised  fairly  |in  the 
light  of  its  history.  For  all  practical  purposes 
the  University  was  born  during  the  ?var.  Al- 
though it  was  established  by  an  Act  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature,  during  the  premier- 
ship of  the  late  Sir  Richard  McBride,  and  as 
long  ago  as  1908,  it  was  not  until  September, 
ipiSf  when  the  war  had  been  waged  for  more 
than  twelve  months,  and  when  it  was  already 
seen  that  it  was  to  be  the  greatest  conflict 
known  to  human  history— that  the  actual  in- 
struction of  students  was  commenced.  It  was 
not  less  than  an  act  of  faith  by  tl^e  Province  in 
the  cause  of  the  Dominion  and  the  Empire ; 
an  act  tlttt  was  to  be  justified  and  reaffirmed 
by  the  enlistment  of  the  majority  of  the  male 
students  of  that  year  in  the  ranks  of  the  Can- 
adian Expeditionary  Force.  The  Student's 
Annual  for  1920  is  able  to  record  that,  "with 
the  commencement  of  the  fifth  session  of  the 
University,  197  returned  soldifers  fouiyd  them- 
selves back  in  the  ranks  of  the  Student  body." 
And^there  were  those  who  did  not  come  back ; 
who  had  graduated  in  poison  gas  and  shell 
fire,  and  had  won  the  degree  conferred  on 
those  who  fell  in  a  great  quarrel. 

•  In  vitw  of  these  facts,  it  is.no  sm*ll%ing 
that  the  University  can  say  now  that  it  has 
943  students  trolled  in  its  classes.  .  It  is 
fburth  in  point  of  membership  of  ^  the 
universities  of  Canada.  Its  makers  and  of- 
ficers haue  been  justified  of  their  faith  in  the 
place  it  had  to  fill  in  the  Province  by  this 
evidence  of  the  support  given  it  by  the 
Province.  And  when  the  other  difficulties 
under  which  the  young  institution  has  had  to 
labor,  and  will  have  to  labor  for  tome  titae  to 
come,  are  considered,  this  fact  that  the 
University  has  enrolled,  nearly  \fico  students 
for  its  fifth  session,  the  great  nujority  of 
whom  are  sons  and  daii^ters  of  tfa«  Province, 
is  evidence  of  the  belief  that  British  Colnnbia 
is  justified  of  her  University. 

The    chief    handicap    under    which    the 
University  labors,  0I  course,  is  the  inadequacy

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Repaying  Investment 


The  University  of  British  Coambia  ia  an 
^Intesnl  part  of  th«  educational  system  of  tlie 
Province.  As  aucb  it  completes  the  wbrk  b«- 
gun  in  the  public  and  high  achools.  n| 

As  at  present  organized,  the  University 
consists  of  three  faculties — the  Faculty  of 
.Arts  and  Science,  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science,  and  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture.  Of 
the  twenty-three  departments  organbed 
eleven  are  in  Arts^.and  Science,  seven  are  in 
Applied  Science,  and  five  are  in  Agriculture. 
The  teaching  staff,  including  instructors,  num- 
bers sixty-four.  The  degrees  granted  are  B.A., 
B.Se.,  B.SA.,   M.A.  and   M.Sc 

The  inerease  in  the  number  of  students  in 
attendance  continues  to  be  most  gratifying. 
Three  yeara  ago  the  enrollment  of  regular  un- 
dergraduates was  416;  two  years  ago,  538; 
one  year  ago,  890;  and  this  year,  947.  As  no 
attempt  has  been  made  by  the  governing 
bodies  of  the  University  to  secure  a  large  reg- 
istratk>n,  the  above  figures  constitute  the  most 
convincing  answer  to  the  oft-repdbted  asser- 
tion that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  University  in  the  Province.  More- 
over, tbe'  fact  that  eighty-seven  centres  out- 
side Vancouver  and  the  immediate  vicinity  arc 
represented  in  the  registration,  makes  it  in- 
creasingly evident  that  the  University  is  not 
a  local  institution,  but  is  in  fact,  as  well  as 
in  name,  a  Provincial  University. 

The  curriculum  has  been  planned  with  the 
view  to  training  young  men  and  young  women 
for  the  whole  of  after  life.  The  primary  ob- 
ject is  the  harmonious  development  of  all  the 
faculties  of  the  student.  THe  value  of  a  liberal 
education  is  recognized  without  respect  to-  the 
faculty  in  which  the  student  hopes  to  grad- 
uate.. In  Applied  Science  and  in  Agriculture, 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  training  of 
specialists;  but  in  no  faculty  is  there  a  near 
approach  to  a  purely  utilitarian  course  of 
studies.  The  unity  and  interdependence 
among  all  studies  is  recognized,  as  is  also  the 
equally  important  fact  that  knowledge,  aside 
from  its  practical  bearings,  is  of  real-  and 
permanent  value. 

The -application  of  these  underlying  prin- 
ciples to  the  problems  of  University  educa- 
tion in  British  Columbia  has  resulted,  first, 
in  the*  building  up  of  a  strong  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science;  second,  in  the  organization  of  a 
rapidly  growing  Faculty  of  Ap|l(ied  Science; 
and  third,  in  the  creating  of  a  Faculty  of 
Agriculture.  As  Mining  and  Forestry  are  in- 
cluded in  Applied  Science,  the  principal  indus- 
tries of  the  Province,  with  the  exception  of 
Fishing,  are  now  receiving  attention. 

The  close  of  each  academic  year  sees  an 
increasingly  large  number  of  graduates  whose 
enlarged  capacity  to  render  efficient  aervice 
to  the  varied  life  of  the  Province — educational, 
professional  and  commercial — is  abundantly 
repaying  the  investment  which  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  are  making  in  the  support 
of  their  Provincial  University. 

,  L.  S.  KLINCK. 
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of  t^e  University  is  to  be  on  a  fine  site  at  the 
western  end  of  the  peninsula  of  Point  Grey. 
Two  hundred  acres  of  land  at  that  place  were 
originally  set  aside  for  the  housing  and 
grounds  of  the  University.  That  area  was 
subsequently  increased  bv  stKcessive  grants 
to  550  acres.  Early  jn  1914  a  complete  plan 
had  been  prepared  and  contracts  let  for  some 
of  the  initial  buildings.  Construction  on  one  , 
or  two  of  these  buildings  had  actually  begun, 
when  the  war  came,  and  put  an  eqd  fof  the 
time  being  to  all  this  pro^amme  of  con- 
struction. 

War  Prevents  Construction 

The  physical  needs  of  the  University  had 
to  give  way  to  the  exigencies  of  that  anxious 
time.  Most  of  the  money  that  had  been  voted 
for  building  construction  reverted  to  the 
Provincial  treasury.  Latterly  a  plan  hss  been 
approved  whereby  the  construction  of  bnild- 
ings  for  the  l/niverstty  is  to  be  financed  by 
the  sale  of  town^ite  lots  on  the  aereag*  oimed 
byui_at'  Point  Grey.  Still  more  recently  that 
plan  has  been  facilitated  by  the  decision  to 
issue  bonds,  to  bexovered  by  the  sale  of  such 
Iocs.  It  is  possible  that  before  long  a  start 
will  be  made  on  the  woHc  o<  fivhir  to  the 
University  a  local  habitation  worthy  of  its 
name  and  purpose. 
But  the  essential  spirit  of  all  vital  instito- 
tiohs  abides  in  its  men,  not  in  its  mortar  and 
masonry.  Despte  this  set-back  to  a  project  on 
whkh  such  great  h<^s  had  been  fixed,  it  was 
deemed  essential  to  the  larger  and  ultimate 
purposes  of  the  University  that  an  actual  be-  ' 
ginnsns  of  instnsctioo  ^onld  be  made,    and

this,  as  h%s  been  said,  was  done  in  September, 
191 5.  A  Start  was  made  in  the  building 
formerly  occupied  by  McGill  University 
College,  and  in  a  nearby  hospital  building 
provided  by  the  Provincial  Government. 
Since  then,  from  time  to  time,  temporary 
structures  have  been  built,  adjacent  to  those 
already  mentioned,  bn  the  area  between 
Laurel  and  Willow  Streets,  Vancouver.  This 
site  is  so  crowded  with  buildings  that  no 
more  are  possible  hi  that  location,  and  con- 
gestion has  reached  such  a  point  as  seriously 
to  impede  the  essential  activities  of  scholar- 
ship and  tibition. 

Under  such  difficulties  is  the  University 
carrying  on — but  it  is  carrying  on.  It  is  mak- 
ing enthusiasm  serve  instead  of  comfort. 
Doubtless  it  will  have  its  reward  in  the  male- ' 
ing  of  a  tradition  tifkt  was  never  yet  bom 
with  a  silver  spoon  in  its  motith.  It  is  easy 
come,  easy  go,  with  learning  as  with  other 
things.  A  University  that  came  into  being  in 
the  time  of  the  great  war,  whose  first  stMdents 
left  their  boo)cs  to  carry  arms  in  the  great  ad- 
venture,* and  which  has  carried  on  in  the  spirit 
of  comradeship,  despite  all.,  inconveniences 
and  discouragements — such  a  University  does 
infinitely  more  than  merely  to  inherit  a  great 
name.  Such  a  university  worthily  maices  a 
name  which  succeeding  generations  of, 
students  may  recall  with  pride  and  affection, 
and  such,  unless  all  8ij|ns  fail,  is  the  Univer- 
sity of  British  Columbia. 

President  and  Staff 

^resideot  Leonard  S.  Klinck,  M.S.A.,  is 
assisted  in  the  task  of  .  administration  and 
tuition  by  a  jtaflf  numbering  eighty-three 
members.  President  Klinck  was  formerly 
Dean  of  Faculty  of  Agriculture,  and  succeeded 
to  the  late  Presidenr  Wesbrook  about  a  year 
ago.  His  immediate  executive  assistants  are 
Professor  R.  W.  Brock,  VLK,  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  and  Professor  F. 
M.  ClemeiTt.  B.S.A.,  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Agrict))ture.  An  appointment  Has  yet  td.be 
niade  to  the  position  of  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science.  Messrs.  Stanley  W. 
Mathews,  M.A.,  John  Ridington  and  F.  Dallas 
fill  the  respective  positions  of  Registrar, 
Librarian  and  Bursar. 

After  'much  discussion,  the  policy  of  - 
charging  each  student  a  registration  fee  was 
adopted  this  year.  That  policy  makes  a  Con-^ 
siderable  diflfereoce  to  the  finatKes  of  ffte^ 
University.  Its  effect,  so  far  from  being  ad- 
verse to  the  attendance,  has  done  nothing  to 
prevent  an  increased  attendance  for  the  pres- 
ent session.  The  support  of  th^  people  of  the 
Province  to  the  young  institution  has  been 
evidenced  by  no  more  certain  sl^  of  goodwill 
than  this  of  the  increased  roll  of  students. 
Despite  the  inconveniences  of  crowding  in 
inadequate  buildings,  despite  th«  rival  attnc- 
ti6ns  of  established  and  famotts  institutkMis 
in  the  East  or  South,  nearly  Xfxxi  ytMing  tnen 
and  women  of  the  Province  have  decided  tiliat 
thdr  Alma  Mater  shall  be  that  of  thefa*  dwa 
land. 

The  University  as  at  present  organiaed 
eonsisu  of  three  collies :  The  Collcf  e  of  Arta 
and  Science,  the  C^ege  of  Applied  Science, 
and  the  CoIIm^c  of  Agnctiltnre.  The  CoIImc 
of  -Arts  and  ^kiiet  offers  regular  courses  m 
A^culttire  (introdaetory),  Baeterk>togy. 
Botany  and  Zoology.  Chemistry,  the  Claaeks. 
Bcooomks^  Sociok>ty  and  Cavtninefll,  flor 


lish,  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  History,  Math- 
ematics, Modem  Languages  ^French, 
Spanish  and  German),  Philosophy  and  Phy- 
sics. The  College  of  Applied  Science  has 
courses  in  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineer- 
ing; Civil,  Electrical  and  Mechanical  En- 
gineering; and  Mining  and  MetalKtrgy.  The' 
courses  open  to  the  students  in  the  College 
of  Agriculture  wit  those  of  Agronomy, 
Animal  Hu^andry,  Dairying,  Horticulture 
and  Poultry  Husbandry. 

College  of  Agriculture' 

The  war,  which  has  left  suclf  a  deep  mark 
on  the  short  history  of  the  University,  has  had 
much  to  do  with  making  the  College  of  Agric- 
,  culture  an  outstanding  feature  of  it.  The 
-need  for  increased  production  of  agricultural 
products  during  ihe  war  gave  the  University 
an  opportunity  of  useful  service  to  the  com- 
munity which  it-  was  quick  to  seize.  It  es- 
tablished during  those  days 'a  record  of  co- 
operation with  the  farmers  of  the  Provincet 
which  it  is  seeking  to  maintain  now,  that  the 
war  is  dqne,  while  the  need  of  production  re- 
mains almost  as  insistent  as  it  was  in  the. 
darkest  days  of  the  war.  Field  stuUies  havoi 
been  provided  for  by  the  clearing  of  twelve 
acres  of  land,  on  which  the  student  can  test 
and  apply  the  lessons  of  the  classroom. 
President  Klinck  was  formerly  Dean  of  the- 
Faculty  of  Agriculture,  and  his  name  is  in-> 
timately  associated  with  the  striking  success 
attained  hy  this  department  of  the  University. 
This  is  not  said'  to  indicate  any  specialization 
by  the  Unversity  iir  this  department  It  is 
rather  a  note  in  line  with  the  insistence  that 
has  been  put  in  this  article  on  the  fact  that 
the  University  has  proved  its  vitality,  no  less 
than  the  need  it  fills  In  the  public  life  of  tho 
Province,  by  Hs  record  of  turahig  its  hand  to 
the  needed  work  of  the  moment  that  it  could 
do.  •  ^ 

A  chief  institution  of  any  school  of  serious 
import  is  its  library.  It  is  inevitably  s6,  for 
tm  reason  that  the  recorded  wit  and  wisdom 
of  humanity  is  available  to  j^t  competent 
reader  of  the  printed  page,  and  the  utmost 
that  the  greatest  school  can  do  for  its  scholars 
is  to  lead  them  to  the  founts  f)f  wisdom.  They 
cannot  be  made  to  drink,  but  the  justtficatk)n 
of  the  school  lies  in  the  measure  of  success 
that  attends  its  effort  to  teach  the  scholar  to 
teach  himself.  It  is  Encouraging,  therefore, 
to  know  of  the  University(of  British  Colum- 
bia that  it  has  already  esUblished  a  tradition 
of  the  great  value  to  the  scholar  of  the 
wisdom  that  lies  enfolded  between  the  covers 
of  printed  books.  The  policy  which  is  ex- 
pressed by  the  emphasis  oa  the  need  of  es- 
Ublishing  a  fine  uhiversity  library  was  first 
of  all  laid  down  by  the  laSe  President  Wes- 
brook.  and  is  in  process  of  preservation  uA 
extenskm  under  Presidcftt  Klinck. 

Th^  Ust  t^>«rt  of  Ubrarfaw  John  Riding- 
ton  records  that,  at  !|ne'enS  of  March  of  this 
year,  the  UiAversity  library  contained  34,000 
volumes..  It  had  increased  by  ^poo  volumes 
in  the  preceding  year. ,  Ito  value  is  f8o,o00k 
It  is  sdcth  iA  point  of  site  /Imong  thirtetn 
nniversttjcs  of  the  Domink>n.  The  emphasis 
placed  by  the  Unversity  authorities  vpon  the 
need  of  this  library,  and  the  importance  of  in- 
creasing i^  is  expressed  in  the  repprt.of  the 
librarian.

University  Library 
Referring  to  the  fact  tliat  the  library  of 
the  University  is  now  sixth  in  point  of  size 
among  those  of  the  principal  colleges  of  Can- 
ada, the  librarian  says:  "The  academic  com- 
petitors of  the  University  of  British  Columbia 
are  not  the  last  eight,  but  the  first  four  or  five, 
in  the. list  given  above,  and,  more  even  than 
those,  the  universities  in  the  neighboring 
States.  The  University  of  California,  with 
400,000  volumes,  Leland  Stanford,  with  325,- 
000;  Washington,  with  100,000,  and  Colorado, 
with  140,000  (largely  mining  works),  offer 
book  facilities  for  study  and  research  greatly 
superior  to  those  this  University  can  yet  give. 
These  better  library  facilities  are  among  the 
factors  that  year  by  year  attract  from  British 


Columbia  a  proportion     of     the     Province's 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students." 

You  can  no  more  estimate  the  final  value 
of  a  library  by  the  number  oi  volumes  in  it, 
however,  than  you  can  that  of  a  city  by  th<? 
number  of  heads  in  it.  It  is  reassuring  to  note 
that  lyibrarian  Ridington  lays  as  much  stress 


on  the  quality  of  the  books  in  his  charge,  as 
hei-does  on  the  necessity  for  increasing  their 
number.  He  says  of  the  University  library 
books  that  they  have  been  carefully  selected. 
He  cites,  by  way  of  example,  certain  addi- 
tions to  the  library  during  the  past  year, 
which  include  the  Chaucer  Sp<;iety  publica- 
tions (complete),  Ruskin  (Cook  and  Wedder- 
burd  edition).  Bulletin  of  the  Pasteur  In- 
stitute, Catalogue  of  Scientific  Papers  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  London,  the  Catholic  En- 
clopedia,  publications  of  the  Ballad  Society) 
about  100  volumes  forming  the  basis  of  an 
educational  section,  and  sixty  volurnes  to 
form  the  basis  of  a  collection  on  Public 
Health. 

It  is  interesting  to  learn  that  this  opinion 
as  to  the  high  quality  of  the  '  University 
library  is  shared  by  Dr.  Henry,  of  the  Wash- 
ington University  Library,  who  has  recently 
spent  some  weeks  in  a  professional  visit  to  the 
University  in  Vancouver,  The  necessity  of 
the  library  to  the  students  has  been  em- 
phasized to  them  by  a  series  of  "Library 
Talks"  to  the  freshmen,  a  policy  which  the  ex- 
perience of  the  older  universities  has  found  of 
value.  It  is  recorded  that  the  students  are 
showing  an  increasing  sense  of  the  importance 
of  the  library.  Besides  the  books  available'to 
them  in  connection  with  their  studies,  they 
have  access  to  420  periodicals  regularly  re- 
ceived. It  has  to  be  added,  of  course,  that  the 
library,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  in-, 
stitutions  of  the  University,  is  inadequately 
housed,  and  the  congestion  of  the  reading 
room  has  become  a  matter  of  grave  concern 
to  the  University  authorities. 

Student  Activities  ,./  " 

The  truest  picture  o\  the  essential  life  of 
a  university  is  presented,  not  in  class  room  or 
lecture  hall,  but  in  the  activities  of  the  student 
body  itself.  The  University  of  British  Colum- 
bia proclaims  itself  a  democratic  institution. 
As  to  its  own  organizing  activities  the  student 


body  is  selfgoverning.  There '  is  an  Alma 
Mater  Society,  of  which  every  student  is  a 
member.  The  executivie  of  this  Society  is  the 
Students'  Council,  and  the  council  is  the  con- 
stituted voice  of  the  students  in  their  dealings 
with  the  University  and  the  public.  It  possesses 
pOMwers  of  discipline  over  its  constituents,  and 
maintains  a  .defined  standard  of  conduct 
among  the  undergraduates. 

As  to  these  student  activities,  an  official 
publication  of  the  University  has  this  to  say : 
"If  is  evident  that  such  wide  powers  of 
student  self-government  involve  large  and 
serious  responsibilities,  The  training  in  the 
use  of  power  and  responsibility  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  benefits  derived  from  univer- 
sity life,  and  in  the  case  of  this  University, 
has  been  hitherto  amply  justified  by  its  re- 
sults." ' 

One  of  the  most  successful  organizations 
among  the  students  of  the  University  hitherto 
has  been  the  Players'  Club,  and  it  is  probably 
the  best  known  of  these  institutions  to  the 
public.  For  the  past  three  years  it  has  staged 
a  play  in  Vancouver  and  Victoria,  and  as  a 
result  has  contributed  more  than  $2,000  to 
patriotic  societies.  The  initial  public  perform- 
ance of  the  Musical  Club,  given  last  year,  re- 
sulted in  a  contribution  of  $200  to  the  Univer- 
sity Red  Cross  Fund.  The  Inter-University 
Debate  was  established  in  1915,  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington  as  the  opponent  of  the 
Provincial  team.  It  was  made  a  triangular 
competition  last  year  by  the  inclusion  of 
Oregon  University  as  the  third  contestant,  and 
it  promises  well  in  the  student  life  of  the 
University. 

The  literary  activities-of  the  students  are 
represented  by  the  Men's  Literary  Society, 
which  holds  an  oratorical  contest  each  year; 
and  also  by  the  weekly  publication  of  the 
students.  The  Ubyssey.  A  most  excellent 
publication,  The  Annual,  contains  in  its  issue 
for  1920  convincing  evidence  of  the  extent  to 
which  the  gifts  of  literary  and  artistic  expres- 
sion among  the  students  are  fostered  by  their 
own  organizations.  In  connection  with  these 
student  activities  it  should  be  mentioned  that 
every  student,  on  entering  the  University,  is 
assigned  to  a  certain  professor,  who  stands  to 
that  student  in  the  relation  of  faculty  adviser. 
The  policy — more    or    less     usual     in     most 


modern  university  practice — has     been    fouiid' 
entirely  successful. 

Athletic  Sports 

As  to  the  department  of  athletic  sports  in 
the  University,  it  may  be  said  to  have  Ao  his- 
tory. Far  from  being  a 'reproach  to  the  student 
body,  the  fact  is  a  part  of  its  p«triotic  war 
record.  The  University  sent  its  athletes  to  a 
field  where  sometimes  the  prize  for  the  finest 
endurance  was  death.  Now  that  some  of  the 
soldier  students  have  returned,  and  a  younger 
generation  has  begun  to  enroll  its  names  on 
the  university  records,  the  studei^ts  may  be 
expected  to  inscribe  the  names  of  their  Alma 
M^ter  on  the  scrolls  of  athletic  fame. 

Mention  of  the  war,  and  of  the  University's 
record  in  connection  with  it,  makes  relevant  a 
notice  of  the  Returned  Soldier  Students'  Club. 

It  isaffiliated  with  the  club  of  tHe  same  name 
formed  by  the  4,000  returned  soldiers  who  are 
students  in  the  universities  of  the  Dominion. 
These  clubs  have  made  strong  representations 
of  the  claims  of  their  members  to  financial 
assistance  from  the  Dominion  Government. 
They  have  pointed  out  that  England  is  giving 
her  returned  soldier  university  sttfdents  $800 
a  year,  while  Australia  contributes  about  $600 
a  year  to  the  expenses  of  her  own  retur;ped 
men  in  the  universities.  One  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  returned  soldiers  re-entered  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  this  year,  at 
the  beginning  of  its  fifth  sessipn.  Their  clyb, 
as  well  as  their  claims,  to  assistance  from  the 
Government,  have  had  the  warm  support  of 
President  Klinck  and  the  faculty;  and  it  is 
still  hoped  that  a  more  generous  governmental 
policy  may  be  forthcoming  in  behalf  of  those 
who  interrupted  their  scholastic  life  in  order 
to  carry  arms  in  the  war. 

During  the  past  year  the  University  has 
xo-operated  wit^  the  Department  of  Soldiers' 
Civil  Re-establishment  in  a  comprehensive 
^  scheme  of  vocational  retraining.  Courses  in 
mining  and  metallurgy,  mechanical  engmeer- 
ing,  steam  and  electrical  engineering,  motion 
picture  operating,  ship  draughting,  forestry, 
mapping  and  surveying  have  been  undertaken 
at  the  University  by  many  returned  men,  who, 
on  the  completion  of  such  courses  have  been 
enabled  to  eniployment  along  the  lines  of  their 
studies. 

This  sketch  of  the  work  of  the  University 
of  British  Columbia  must  conclude     with     a 
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notice  of  the  scholarships  and  prizes  already 
established  in  the  young  institution.  The 
scholarships  are  upwards  of  forty  in  number, 
and  include  the  award  by  the  University  of 
the  ^Rhodes  Scholarship  assigned  to  the  Prov- 
ince. The  encouragement  afforded  to 
struggling  students  by  scholarships  and  prizes 
is  a  matter  of  ancient  experience  in  all  col- 
leges ;  and  the  U/iiversity  is  hopeful  that  its 
usefulness  may  be  extended  by  increasing  en- 
dowments of  such  scholarships  in  the  future. 

The  future  of  the  University,  of  cotlfse, 
finally  lies  with  itself,  as  a  body  of  tcache^ 
and  scholars.  It  cahnot  yet  command  tne 
veneration  accorded  to  ancient  seats  of  learn- 
ing, but  it  has  every  right  to  the  sympathetic 
goodwill  of  the  citizens  of  the  Province.  This 
partial  sketch  of  its  history  and  intentions,  in- 
adequate though  it  be,  is  offered  in  the  spirit 
of  that  suggestion. 
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|N  the  third  chapter  of  St.  Paul's 
Epistle  to  the  Ephesians,  and  in 
the  sixteenth  and  following 
verses,  you  will  find  these 
words:  'That  He  would  grant 
you,  according  to  the  riches' of  His  glory,  to 
be  strengthened  with  might  by  His  Spirit  in 
the  inner  man ;  that  Christ  may  dwell  in  your 
hearts  by  faith;  that  ye,  being  rooted  an^ 
grounded  in  love,"  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
i.nd  His  love  and  mercy,  "May  be  able  to 
comprehend" — the  object  of  the  whole  thing 
is  that  we  may  be  taught — "that  ye  may  be 
able  to  comprehend  with  all  saints  what  is  the 
breadth  and  length  and  depth  and  height,  and 
to  know  the  love  of  Christ,  which  passeth 
knowledge,  that  we  might  be  filled  wit)i  all  the 
fullness  of  God." 

A  marvellous  prayer,  marvellous  in  every 
detail  and  every  word  that  I  have  read.  To 
think  that  a  man  like  St.  Paul,  speaking  for 
the  Kphesian  church,  only  lately  rescued  from 
;no8t  awful  idolatry,  as  we  know — for  Kphesiis 
was  notable  for  its  worship  of  idols — to  think 
that  he  could  dare,  and  yet  he  has  the  cour- 
age, on  behalf  of  these*  newly-converted 
people,  to  pray  such  things  as  perhaps  never 
have  been  expressed  in  human  language  more 
clearly  and  strikiogly  and  solemnly  than  St. 
Paul  has  here  given  them— that  he  bows  the 
knee  to  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  humble,  expectant  prayer,  looking 
for  alt  that  he  has  here  said  on  behalf  of  those 
beloved  converts  inVEphesus.  I  cannot  but 
feet  myself  that  if  alt  of  us  were  -to  realize  con- 
tinually what  is  intended  by  these  words  as 
given  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  a  marvellous  change 
might  come  over  our  land:  that  God  would 
use  His  agents  in  suc4i  %.  way  as  to  enable 
tliem  to  ^e  of  the  travail  of  their  soul  and  to 
be  satisfied  with  what  the  Mighty  God,  the 
Everlasting  Father,  might  do  in  response  to 
the  cry  of  lib  faithful  children. 

Where  the  Church  is  Failing 
The  one  thing  that  strikes  me  more  and 
more,  as  I  get  nearer  the  end  of  my  coarse  oa 


earth,  is  the  failure  of  the  Church  of  God  to 
see  what  God  is  oflFering;  the  painful  failure 
found  even  in  the  faithful,  as  far  as  they  can 
be  called  faithful,  in  regard  to  the  things  that 
God  has  announced  as  being  His  loving  pur- 
pose concerning  the  believer  ;^hat  the  great 
majority  of  professing  Christians  know,  and 
cveo  wish  for,  so  painfully  little  of  what  God 
is  prepared  to  give.  I  look  at  the  Church, 
and  as  I  see  it  all  over  this  and  other  lands,  I 
see  the  great  majority  of  professing  believers 
living  so  very  far  below  their  privileges,  below 
their  high  and  holy  calling.  I  wonder  whether 
all  of  you  have  noticed  the  fact  that  the  word 
"calling"  is  brought  before  us  with  three  dif- 
ferent epithets.  In  Phil.  iii.  14,  we  have  our 
"high  calling ;"  in  2  Tim.  i.  9,  our  "holy  call- 
ing;" and  in  Heb,  iii.  I  ou^  "heavenly  cadling." 

Let  us  take  that  thotfght  in — that  there  is 
a  calling  given  to  the  sons  of  men  which  in- 
finitely transcends  all  they  could  imagine  and 
tlfitt  they  could  ask,  even  if  they  were  taught 
a  little  by  God,  and  that,  as  the  apostle  say.s, 
in  the  twentieth  verse  of  this  chapter,  "God  is 
able  to  do  exceedingly  abundantly  above  all 
that  we  ask  or  think."  If  that  be  true,  and  the 
apostle  has  just  poured  out  such  a  prayer  as  I 
have  dared  to  read  for  my  subject  tonight,  I 
cannot  but  feel  that  we  as  a  congregation  here 
in  Keswick,  looking  up  to  Almighty  (k>d,  and 
saying — I  hope  we  are  all  saying  it — "I  'expect 
great  things  from  God" — I  cannot  but  feel  that 
we  as  a  congregation  ought  to  be  painfully 
ashamed,  moa^  of  us,  if  not  alt,  with  regard  to 
the  things  thatare  past,  the  life  that  we  have 
lived  up  till  iy>w,  and  then  ought  tp  learn  be- 
fore we  part  to  say  that  "By  the  grace  of  Cod 
I  am  looking  for,  deliberately  expecting,  that 
even  tonight  God  Himself  will  fulfill  His  own 
purpose,  and  I  expect  great  things,  according 
as  St.  Paul  says  God  Almighty  is  prepared  to 
give."  St.  Paul  says:  "That  He  would  grant 
y;ou,  according  to  the  riches  of  His  glory." 
At  the  Surting  Point 

Let  that  be  the  starting  point  of  all.  It  is 
not  what  we  expect  even,  but  it  is  what  He  is 
in  Himself,  that  is  to  be  the  measure  of  His 


granting  or  bestowment  upon  the  waiting 
sons  of  men,  and  if  this  bestowment  could 
possibly  be  measured  to  "us  in  any  degree 
according  to  the  riches  of  His  glory,  we  should 
rise  infinitely  fai'  above  what  we  have  ever 
known  or  thought  of,  or  hoped  for,  or  ex- 
pected in  anv  way;  the  life  that  we  should 
live  in  the  fle'sh  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God 
would  be  infinitely  higher  than,  perhaps,  any- 
thing we  have  ever  dared  to  a&k  for  or  thought 
of  claiming.  We  are  here  tonight  with  an  op- 
portunity, an  opportunity  that  God  has  given 
to  everyone  of  us,  to  claim,  and  that  is  what  I 
want  to  rise  to— a  bold,  determined,  and  yet, 
of  course,  a  very  humble  claim  upon  tl»c  Al- 
mighty, that  He  would  grant  us,  according  to 
the  riches  of  His  glory,  ^o  be  strengthened 
with  might  by  His  Spirit  in  the  inner  man; 
that  Christ  may  dwell  in  our  hearts  by  faith; 
that  we,  being  rooted  and  grounded  in,  love, 
may  be  able  to  comprehend  witlj  all  saints 
what  is  the  breadth,  and  length,  and  dedli, 
and  height,  and  to  know  the  love  of  Christ, 
which^  passeth  knowledge,  that  we  may  be 
filled  with  all  the  fulness  of  God. 

There  are  many  different  branches  of 
thought  and  meditation  which  arise  from  such 
a  passage  as  this.  I  can  only  touch  upon 
three  or  four.  First,  it  brings  before  us  the 
reality  of  the  personalities  of  our  God,  There 
are  three  Persons,  we  say,  in  the  Trinity,  and 
we  are  apt  to  forget  their  activity  on  our  be- 
half in  r^ard  to  every  one  of  them.  The 
doctrine  of  the  Trinity  is  given  more  fully  in 
this  passage  than  anywhere  else  in  the  Word 
of  God — "That  He  would  grant  you,  "accord- 
ing to  the  riches  of  His  glory,  to  be  strength- 
ened with  might  by 'His  Spirit  in  the  inner 
man;"  then  "That  Christ  may  dwell  in  your 
hearts  by  faith;"  and,  lastly,  "That  we  might 
be  fitted  with  all  the  fulness  of  God.'*  At  once 
we  see  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity.  And  yet 
we  know  it  is  only  one  God,  and  therefore  we 
must  be  careful  in  speaking  not  to  separate 
the  personalities  of  the  Godhead  from  the 
Deity  as  a  whole.  If  we  have  that  as  a  start- 
ing point,  we  shall  find  we    have  wonderful 


blessings  placed  before  us  from  each  Person 
of  the  Trinity,  and,  then  we  come  at  last  to 
"all  the  fulness  of  God." 

Personalities  in  the  Deity 

In  that  text  we  do  not  mean  that  we  our- 
selves or  anyone  can  say,  "I  really  take  and 
know  and  enjoy  the  whole  fulness  of  God." 
That  is  impossible.  Eternity  will  be  taken 
up,  I  believe,  in  the  contemplation  and  in  the 
study  of  the  Deity.  That  was^  the  starting 
point  of  the  Bible — "In  the  beginning  God" — 
and  that  will  be  the  final  isstie  with  evefy- 
thing  connected  with  man.  The  all-absorbing, 
the  all-rejoicing  power  that  God  bestows  upon 
man  throughout  eternity  will  be  to  contem- 
plate the  infinitude  of  the  Deity.  But  in  the 
Deity  there  are  three  personalities,  the  Spirit, 
the  Son,  and  the  Father,  and  in  these  three  we 
find  here  upon  earth  our  aH-suflficiency  for  all 
tilings,  which  we  arc  intended  to  realize  step 
by  step,  as  St.  Paul  says,  above  all  that  we 
can  ask  or  think.  And  yet  he^has  just  said  such 
wonderful  things  that  God  is  prepared  to  give, 
and  that  we  arc  meant  to  know  ||id  rejoice  in 
and  apprehend  and  carry  out.  t  want  you  to 
go  away,  I  also,  from  this  Convention  antici- 
pating, expecting  and  daring  to  claim  infinifely 
more  than  we  have  ever  yet  done. 

I  fancy  the  danger  of  the  Christian  life  is 
to  live  low.  We  say  it  with  regard  to  our 
children,  that  if  they  begin  low  down  they  are 
apt  to  fall  deeper  and  deeper.  I  believe  God 
may  be  saying  that  to  the  great  majority  of 
us  here — that  we  have  been  living  so  low  that 
it  is  hardly  jKiJ-sible  for  us  to  take  at  Once  and 
hi  a  moment  all  that  God  is  prepared  togive. 
But  here  lies  before  us  now  a  revelation,  in 
this  passage  of  St.  Paul's  own  writing,  that 
contains  more,  infinitely  more,  than  anything 
we  can  ask  or  tl^nk.  It  is  for  us,  therefore, 
to  claim  and  take  and  enjoy  all  that  there  is 
provided  for  us,  and  to  prm'C  to  the  devil  and 
all  our  enemies  what  an  Almighty  God  we  are 
allowed  to  deal  with. 

The  Past  and  the  Future 

Let  us  take  the  revelation  as  given  con- 
cerning the  three  Persons  of  the  'Trinity,  ind 


look  at  them  one  by  one,  and  then  at  the 
provision  and  the  work  that  they  are  prepared 
to  accomplish  for  us.  First,  we  think  of  the 
marvels  of  God's  love  in  thl  past,  of  the 
action  of  the  Father,  the  Deity,  in  creation. 
"In  the  beginning,  God."  Therefore  we  owe 
all  to  God,  to  the  very  Being  that  we  are  now 
pre{^red  to  deal  with*.  Secondly,  when  the 
Deity  sees  that  man  has  fallen,  the  second 
Person  of  the  Trinity  comes  to  the  front,  and 
He  works  as  a  human  being,  taking  the  God- 
head and  placing  it  in  the  Manhood,  and 
dying  as  a  culprit  on  our  behalf;  so  that  the 
second  Person  in  the  Trinity  becomes  our 
Saviour,  a  uhtversal  Saviour,  the  Saviour  of 
all  mankind,  with  the  whole  world's  sins  laid 
upon  Him  and  placed  in  llim  in  such  degree 
that  He  carries  away  the  power  ajid  con- 
sequence of  sin  in  His  own  person,  and  gives 
to  us,  if  we  will  take  it,  everlasting  life.  The 
third  Person  of  the  Trinity  then  comes  in  in 
the  application  of  the  second  Person's  work 
and  the  Father's  will,  offering  to  us  eternal 
life,  th^t  everyone  of  us  may  be  saved  by  the 
power'of  the  indwelling  Holy  Ghost,  who  i* 
prepared  to  enter  into  the  vilest  dinner  uf>oti 
earth  and  make  him  a  jiartner  of  the  Godhead 
and  a  saved  soul. 

I  leave  the  paal,  thus  provided  for  in  the 
Trinity,  and  I  come  to  the  future  and  the 
present,  and  ask  myself,  What  does  the 
apostle  mean  when  he  says,  'That  He  will 
grant  you,"  anyone  that  will  take  it,  "accord- 
ing to  the  riches  of  His  glory,  4tfbe  strength- 
ened with  might  by  His  Spirit  in  the  inrier 
man  ?'•  I  wonder  whether  we  have  all  realized 
that  the  Trinity  is  to  be  found  in  each  individ- 
oal  man  just'  as  really  as  it  is  in  the  Deity,  and 
that  we  'are  composed  of  three  parttf.  Only 
once  do  we  find  them  brought  together-— in 
I  Thest.  v.  23,  where  Paul  speaks  <rf  *'tfffirtt 
and  smil  and  body.**  I  want  yon  to  realize 
that  the  whole  of  our  future  involves,  if  it  is 
rightly  understood,  those  three  parti  in  <Mtr 
niture,  and  that  man  is  a  wonderful  Mng  to 
contemplate  as  he  is  dealt  with  by  |U mighty^ 
(Continned  on  Next  Pag^ 
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God.  We  have  to  speak  of  these  tkree,  the 
Bpirit,  the  soul  and  the  body,  and  if  we  are  go- 
ing to  have  the  blessing  of  God,  we  must  first 
realize  what  is  meant  by  the  trinity,  or  three- 
fold parti^on  of  our  being,  and  then  how  it  is 
that  God  will  deal  with  each  department  of 
our  manhood. 

First,  with  regard  to  the  spirit.  There  is* 
no  doubt  that  the  spirit  is  that  inner,  mighty, 
acting  personality  of  man  which  was  intended 
originally  for  him  to  use  in  his  connection 
with  God.  THial  he  lost  the  blessing  of  that 
relationship  by  sin  we  know,  and  thaj  man  is 
not  enjoying  by  nature  his  spiritual  faculty. 
Yet,  there  is  a  spiritual  department,  and  it  is 
that  which  we  have  to  look  at  tonight,  very 
specially,  for  the  realization  of  this  prayer  as 
oflfered  by  the  apostle  ^t.  Paul.  He  said: 
"That  ye  may  be  strengthened  with  might  by 
His  Spirit  in  the  inner  man."  The  inner  tnan 
is  really  meant  to  be  the  spirit  department, 
but,  alas  1  it  is  not  active  by  nature  in  the 
creature,  and  never  does  -man  get  any  real 
power  until  Qod  gives  him  the  new  birth,  that 
of  which  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  spoke  when 
He  was  dealing  witli  Nicodemus,  and  said: 
"Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,"  or  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  "he  cannot  enter 
into  the  kin^fdom  of  God,"  nor  can  he  see  or 
knovir  it  at  all.  That  new  birth  has  to  be  done 
for  every  man  born  into  tfce  world. 
What  the  Soul  Is 
But  there  is  a  second  department  of  man 
called  the  soul.  The  soul  is  well  described  by 
Dean  Alford  in  his  commentary.  He  says: 
"Souls  are  tlvTcentres  of  pefsdriality.'*  The 
soul  is*the  ego  that  decides  and  calculates  and 
then  acts.  Every  man  has  got  a  soul — he 
cannot  help  it — and  it  is  the  inner  working  of 
his  own  personality,  either  for  good  of  for 
evil.  The  Body  is  simply  the  flesh,  which  is 
dead  by  nature  and  will  die,  we  know.  But 
when  the  Gospel  begins  to  work  in  a  man. 
what  happens?  We  believe  it  finds  him  dead 
in  trespasses  and  sins,  and  so  St.  Paul  say^  in 
Eph.  ii.  I,  "You  hath  He  quickened,  who  were 
dead  in  trespasses  and  sins."  That  is  the 
natural  state  of  man  as  regards  the  soul.  The 
body  itself  is  by  nature  dead,  has  no  activities 
or  powers  of  its  own  at  all  except  what  God 
may  give  it  through  the  Spirit  of  Life.  But 
then  God  comes  to  the  spiritually  dead  man, 
and  finding  him  with  powers  of  reason,  He 
places  before  him  an  option,  an  opportunity 
with  an  intended  provision,  and  the  man  who 
listens  to  the  voice,  which  is  the  voice  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  may  then  and  there  be  quickened 
by  the  powers  of  the  Holy  Ghost  working  in 
the  inner  man,  and  he  may  be  strengthened 
with  might  by  God's  Spirit  in  the  inner  man. 
That  Spirit  comes  into  the  man  who  will  re- 
ceive the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  at 
all,  and  quickens  the  inner  man,  the  person- 
ality, so  that  it  really  is  capable  of  realizing, 
and  enjoying  and  carrying  out  the  spiritual 
purposes  of  God.  But  by  nature  man  cSnnot 
do  this,  and  therefore  it  is  the  gift  of  God. 
"The  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life  in  and  through 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  The  Holy  Ghost 
works  now  and  calls  upon  men  who  arc  dead 
in  trespasses  and  sins  to  accept — and  a  dead 
man  can ;  that  is  a  wonderful  fact  to  contem- 
plate— to  receive  the  gift  of  God  which  is 
elernal  life,  and  so  where  it  '\i  received,  God 
by  Hia  Holy  Spirit  brings  into  the  man  a  new 
beings  a  new  life  altogether.  It  is  this  life 
that  we  are  called  to  deal  with,  because  you 
and  I  claim  to  have  received  it.  I  suppose 
every  man  and  woman  here  would  say,  "I 
thank  God,  I  know  I  am  born  again  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  I  have  received  the  gift  of  God 
which  is  eternal  life." 

^  But  what  about  the  power  of  it,  what 
about  the  exhibition  of  that  life?  Here  we 
come  to  the  claim  of  this  {)raycr.  The  apostle 
is  pleading  on  behalf  of  his  beloved,,  and  he 
says:  "That  He  would  grant  you,  according 
to  the  riches  of  His  glory,  to  be  strengthened 
with  might  by  His  Spirit  in  the  inne?  man." 
How?     By  His  Spirit;  strengthened  by  His 

Spirit  in  the  inner  man.  

At  the  New  Birth  *      - 

That  is  begun  the  moment  the  man  is  really 
bom  again ;  new  life  has  come  into  him,  there 
is  new  being.  You  might  liken  the  man  to 
'  scales.  We  will  say  there  is  a  scale  at  one  end 
called  flesh,  and  a  scale  at  the  other  end  called 
spirit.  By  nature  that"  spirit  department;  is 
dead  and  cannot  act,  cannot  receive,  cannot 
take.  But  the  nature  has  another  department, 
which  is  soul,  and  the  soul  can  take,  and  it 
does  take  when  God's  Spirit  really  works,  and 
He  passes  into  the  spirit  department  and  goef 
down  the  scale.  Thus,  then,  the  new  man 
begins  to  carry  weight  and  act,  and  the  spirit 
department  becomes  a  ruling  power  in  the 
man.

Piccadilly  Tales — Queer 
Memories 


leleens.' signifying  the  extremity  or  utmost 
part  of  anything."  In  thosi^  days  Piccadilly 
was  quite  in  the  "wild  and  wooly  West."  But 
another  derivation  of  the  world  is  from  a  col- 
lar or  ruff  ealled  a  "pkkadel,"  which  ^orae 
conjecture  that  Mr.  Baker  sold  to  the  young 
bloods  of  the  Elizabethan  age,'  whence  they 
gave  the  name  of  the  collar  as  a  nickname  to 
his  house. 

So  late  as  1627  Piccadilly  was  quite  un- 
fashionable; there  were  then  oaly  five  people 
in  it-fi-the  heaviest  rated  kt  lis.  Spring  Garden, 
now  the  solemn  resort  of  county  councillors, 
was  then  the  scene  of  "continual  bibbing  and 
drinking  wine  all  day  long;"  and  there  was 
also  kept  atjt  "an  ordtnaiy  of  6s;  a  meal 
(whe.i  the  King^s  proclamation  allows,  of  but 
2s.  elsewhere),"  so  that  maximum  prices  for 
table-dliote  meils  go  very  far  back.  • 
Gamiag-Housea  and  Tennis 

In  the  middle  of  the  seven teentli  century 
there  were  several  gaming-houses  there,  one 
of  which.  Shaver's  Hall,  had  a  tennis  court 
attached  to  it.  Of  this  the  "Hand  and  Rac- 
quet" public-house  sign  in  Panton  Street  is 
today  the  last  vestige.  The  "best  quality"— 
thf  "smart  set"  of  that  era— frequented  t|{^is 
resort,  and  'there  Thomas  Panton  may  have 
made, his  fortune  of  £1^500  a  yeaf  in  a  single 
night 

If  tlie  "best  quality"  came  to  Piccadilly  to 
gamble  before  the  middle  of  thlt  century,  it 
was  not  till  about  1664  that  they  began  to 
build  houses  and  live  there.  Near  the  end  of 
that  century  the  first  Duke  of  Devonshire 
bought  Berkley  House,  which  was  burnt  down 
in  '733-  Then  the  street  became  popular.  The 
first  stuccoed  house  in  London  was  No.  80, 
built  in  1764-5.  No.  103  was  for  some  time 
the  resort  of  "Nelson  when  he  visited  the 
Hamiltons;  and  Mr.  Dasent  says  he  spoke 
with  one  who  as  a  child  had  seen  the  great 
admiral  counting  out  money  from  a  large 
silken  purse  in  her  father's  shop.

Which  is  the 
iaannted  mansion  in  Berkley  Square?  When 
was  the  first  stucooed  building  erected  in  Lon- 
don?

Daaent's  "Pkcadilly  in  Three  Centuries.'*  It

The  first  hoose  was  erected  by  ooe  Robert

dilly  Hall,'  a  free  rendering,  according  to  some 
autlioriliei^  of  ibe  old  Dutch  word  Tickadil-

Madrid  Washerwomen, 
Finest  in  World 

THE  laundry  women  of  Madrid  are  prob- 
ably the  finest  of  their  profession  in  the 
wdrld.  Nowhere  else  does  the  linen  come 
home  ^o  delightfully  clean,  and  it  is  all  ac- 
complished with  cold  water.  Within  sight  of 
the  windows  of  King  Alfonso's  palace,  any 
day  of  tlie  week,  including  Sundays,  may  be 
seen  acre  after  acre  of  snow  white  linen 
spread  out  to  dry  along  the  banks  of  the  Man-, 
zanares.  In  the  turbulent  waters  o|  this 
creek,  for  it  is  nothing  more  in  spite  of  its 
sonorous  name,  virtually  all  the  washing  for 
the  million  or  so  inhabitants  of  Madrid  is 
done. 

A  closer  corporation  than  that  of  the 
Madrid  w^herwomen  can  scarcely  be  con- 
ceived. Some  of  thofte  working  here  have 
been  in  the  profession  40  years,  not  always  as 
past  mistresses,  for  they  have  to  serve  an  ap- 
prenticeship lasting  many  years  before  they 
are  permitted  to  undertake  work  on  their  own 
account.  A  woeful  reception,  meets  any  new- 
comer coming  with  a  bundle  of  linen  to  wash. 
All  kinds  of  insults  are  hurled  at  her  by  the 
regulars ;  her  linen  disappears  as  if  by  magic, 
and  is  found  again  only  after  long  search.

Women  Engineers 

With  the  announcement  of  the  forming  in 
the  Midlands  ,  of  the  Atlanta  Company, 
Limited,  women  in  England  have  formally 
and  definitely  entered  the  engineering  in- 
dustry. 

The  Hon,  t,ady  Parsons,  wife  of  the  in- 
ventoo  of  the  steam  turbine  of  that  name,  ia 
chairman  of  the  new  company,  the  directors 
of  which  Include  engineers  of  both  sexes.  The 
manager  of  the  plant  is  a  thoroughly  educated 
clrl  who  served  a  three  years'  apprenticeship 
\  -  a  machine  shop  during  the  war,  and  the 
secretary  of  the  company,  another  clever  wo- 
man mechanical  engineer,  was  technical 
supervisor  in  a  factory  throughout  the  cdn- 
flict. 

"The  new  firm  does  not  anticipate  any  diffi- 
culty in  getting  contracts,"  said  Miss  Caroline 
Haslett,  secretary  of  the  Women's  Engmeer- 
Ing  Society,  "The  firm  has  already  received 
a  sub-contract  for  machining  the  parts  of  a 
newly  Invented  pump  which  the  French  Gov- 
ernment has  ordered  fcr  clearing  the  water 
from  inundated  parts  of  the  devastated  area. 

"The  factory  is  situated  near  an  engineer- 
ing college,  so  the  girl  workers  will  be  able  to 
continue  their  technical  studies  in  the  evening. 
T^y  will  work  the  standard  forty-seven- 
hmr  week  and  be  paid  the  regular  trade  union 
scale  of  wages! 

"The  directors  hope  to  introduce  a  co- 
partnership system.  Each  of  the  original 
employees  will  become  a  shareholder  and  sub- 
sequent workers  will  be  given  the  first  oppor- 
tunity of  buying  subsequent  issues  of  stock. 

"'There  are  at  least  a  hundred  qualified 
women  engineers  wbo  have  served  their  ap- 
prenticeship at  a  factory  :a  Scotland,  where  a 
certain  number  of  women  are  employed  ia 
skilled  engineering  work.  A  large  number  of 
others  have  had  three  or  four  years'  ex- 
perience in  munition  factories,  which  makes 
them  almost  equally  skilled. 

"So  many  of  those  girh  are  anxious  to  con- 
tinue thdr  engineering  work  that  it  was  de- 
cided to  organize  a  company  controlled  by 
women.**— New  Yoric  World. 


The  Number  of  Stars  in  .the  Sky

I T  may  be  surprising  to  many  that 
on  the  clearest  night  not  over 
3,000  stars  can  be  seen  by  the 
unaided  eye.  A  telescope  of 
even  small  aperture,  one  or  two 
inches  in  diameter,  will  reveal  probably  50,000, 
and  our  largest  telescopes  show  a  number 
which  is  truly  enormous.  If  we  could  build 
telescopes  as  large  as  we  please,  would  we 
find'  that  at  last  we  could  see  beyond  where 
the  stars  are,  or /^ould  Ve  continue  to  see 
more  and  find  that  the^  number  was  infinite? 
The  answer  to  this  question  is  quite  definite. 
The  number  of  the  stars  is  not  infinite,  at 
least,  the  number  that  form  the  so-called 
universe.  • 

Let  us  suppose  tliat  within  one  unit  of  dis- 
tance from  our  Sim  there  are  ten  stars  and 
that  on  the  average  the  stars  are.  just  as  thick- 
ly distributed  at  greater  distance.  Then  it 
follows  from  geometry  that  there  will  be 
eighty  stars  within  two  units  distance,  because 
a  sphere  with  radius  *Wo  units  has  eight 
times  the  volume  of  a  spiiere  of  radius  one 
unit,  In  other  words,  between  one  and  two 
units  of  distance  there  will  be  eighty  minus 
ten,  or  seventy  stars.  It  can  be  readily  shown 
that  these  seventy  stars  at  one  to  two  units 
distance  will  give  us  more  light  than  the  ten 
closer  stvs.  The  stars  which  lie  between  two 
and  three  units  distance  will  also  give  us  more 
light  than  the  inner  zones.  It  is  an  old  say- 
ing that  every  little  bit  added  to  what  you  al- 
ready have  makes  a  little  bit  more.  So  it 
would  b<\with  the  light  from  the  stars.  As 
we  could  count  an  infinite  number  of  zones,  or 
stars,  at  an  infinite  distance,  the  amount  of 
light  would  be  infinite  and  the  sky  would  be 
one  blaze  of  light.  As  such  is  by  no  means  the 
case,  we  know  the  stars  must  thin  out  and  be 
a  perfectly  definite  number.  Of  course,  all  this 
holds  true  only  if  there  is  no  absorption  of 
light  as  it  journeys  down  to  us.  After  long 
investigation,  astrononlers  have  reached  the 
contusion  that  stich  is  almost  true,  and  we 
are  pretty  sure,  without  doing  any  practical 
work  whatever,  that  the  number  of  stars  can- 


not be  infinite.  Astronomers  are  not  content 
with  tiieae  theoretical  conclusions,  and  long 
ago  set^ut  to  try  and  find  by  cdbndng  how 
many  stars  there  are.  Of  course,  it  is  ho^ess 
to  .try  to  count  all,  but  by  counting  ihe  num- 
ber in  parts  of  the  sky  and  multiplying  by  the 
fraction  uncounted,  we  can  get  some  idea  of 
the  number. 

Stars  Classified 
The  stars  are  divided  into  classes,  accord- 
ing to  their  brightness,  which  are  spoken  ofias 
magnitudes.  About  twenty  of  the  brightlst 
stars  in  the  sky  are  arbitrarily  called  the  first 
magnitude.  Stars  which  are  two  and  one-half 
times  as  faint  as  these  are  called  second  , 
magnitude.  Stars  which  are  two  and  one-half 
times  as  faint  as  these  again  are  called  third 
magnitude,  and  so  on  down  the  scale.  There  . 
are  m  the  sky  about  fifty-two  stars  of  the 
second  magnitude,  222  stars  of  the  third 
magnitude,  564  of  the  fourth  tnagnitnde,  1,390 
of  the  fifth  niagnitude,  6,250  of  the  sixth 
magnitude,  17,900  of  the  seventh  magnitude, 
54,doo  of  the  eighth  magiiitude^  1 59,000  >of  the 
ninth  magnitude,  391,000  of  the  tenth 
magnitude,  z;oio,ooo  of  the  elevoith  magni- 
tude, 2,900,000  of  the  twelfth  inagnitnde,  4,- 
400,000  of  tht  thirteenth  magnitude,  ten  mil- 
lion of  the  fourteenth  magnitude,  and  twenty 
million  df  the  fifteenth  magnitude.  About 
hiere  the  counting  ceased.  Our  largest 
telescopes  will  show  stars  of  abottt  the 
twentieth  to  twenty-first  magnittides,  hot  they 
have  not  ^een  counted.  Limited  regions  have 
been  counted,  and  enough  is  known  to  be  store 
that  the  number  of  stars  per  unit  volume  is 
beginning  to  grow  smaller,  so  that  the  bigp, 
telescope  sees  to  where  the  stars  are  thmning' 
out.  Without  ^oing  into  details,  k  ia  ^^^^ 
timated  that  twenty-two  billion  wotild  tnchtde 
all  the  stars  in  our  universe.  Recent  work  by 
a  Dutch  astronomer,  Kapteyn,  who  is  an  au-> 
thoMty  in  this  branch  of  work,  shows  that  joar 
sun  is  somewhat  brighter  than  the  ayerage 
star.  Each  star,  however,  is  a  sun  like  our 
own,  and  for  all  we  can  tell,  may  have  planets 
encircling  it  just  as  our  earth,  and  the  other 
planets  of  the  solar  system  encircle  the  ami. 


mans  used  to  declare  dieir  armies  would  be 
singing  in  Paris  and  London  before  the  war 
was  over.

At  which  a  cheerful  friend  remarked: 
"yhank  goodness  that  is  so." 
Anyway,  "Deutschland     uber    Alles" 
longer  makes  the  welkin — or    whatever 
German  name  for  it  is^ — ring,    and     German 
.hearts  to  throb.    As  a  war  song  it  was  a  fail- 
ure.   No  German  wants  to  be  reminded  of  the 
fact  that  the  career  of  conquest  mapped  out 
by  the  nation  and  decided  upon  in  advance  as 
infallible  was  everything  but  that — Toronto 
Globe.

A  number  of  projects  for  the  extension  of 
market  space,  improvement  of  facilities  for 
delivery  and  alleviation  of  congestion,  entail- 
ing the  expenditure  of  anything  up  to  $5,000,- 
000  of  publkj  funds,  have  been  devised,  but  the 
economic  and  eflPicient  scheme  drafted  by  the 
London  Firfi  Trade  Association  for  the  re- 
tention of  an  altered  and  improved  Billings- 
gate as  the  one  great  central  markef  for  Lon-r 
don  has  the  enthusiastic  support  of  practical- 
ly all  the  assoaiations  in  the  trade. 

The  plan  includes  the  acquisition  of  the 
Custom  House  site — at  present  derelict  and 
without  commercial  value— which  would 
provide  the  necessary  space  for  effecting  the 
projected  extension  and  improvements,  and 
the  erection  of  a  new  jetty  at  the  end  of  the 
Custom  House  quay  to  provide  for  the  berth- 
ing and  unloading  of  ten  steam  trawlers.  In 
■conjunction  with  the  quay  scheme  it  is  pro* 
posed  to  widen  Lower  Thames  Street  and 
provide  excellent  facilities  for  vehicular  traf- 
fic to  and  from  the  market   " 

Simultaneously  with  the  plan  for  the  in- 
crease of  market  space,  the  trade  has  prepared 
a  practical  scheme  for  solving  the  diffkultl^ 
of  street  congestion,  which  was  rq>roduced 
in  The  Fish  Trades  Gazette. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  doal  scheme  containi 
all  that  is  wanted  and  nothing  that  is  useless, 
but,  as  our  contemporary  points  out,  the  key 
to  Hie  whole  situation  is  the  nse  of  the  Custom 
House  quayji  RepresenUtions  on  the  subject 
from  the  London  fish  trade  were  forwarded  in 
April  last  to  the  City  Corporation  for  their 
serious  consideration,  and  with  the  view  to 
immediate  adoption  of  the  scheme^— *Tbe  Z/tm' 
don  Times. 


SAWMILLS  DISAPPEAR 

For  many  years  there  has  been  so  much 
more  prpfit  in  grinding  sproce  logs  into  paper 
pulp  than  in  sawing  them  into  himber  that  the 
pulp  and  paper  miUs  ia  Maine  have  nrahiplied 
while  the  sawmills  hare  almost  disappeared. 
The  price  ci  lambcr  has  reached  such  aki- 
tadcs  this  year  that  the  sawmills  would  t^b 
the  greater  money-makers  if  ooly  they  could 
be  brooght  back— and  if  they  could  get  logs 
to  saw.  However  high  the  price  of  print  paper 
may  have  moanted,  jpr«ce  lumber    at  |6s  to^ 


$68  a  thousand  feet  looks  good  in  comparison, 
and,  furthermore,  it  costs  a  good  deal  less  to 
saw  a.  log  into  lumber  than  it  does  to  make  it 
into  paper. 

Spruce  pulp  wood,  that  used  to  sell  at  $4 
to  $6  a  cord,  npw  commands  as  high  as  $21. 
Two  cords  of  four-foot  pulp  wood  are  equal 
to  1,000  feet  of  lumber,  board  measure,  and 
that  would  make  the  price  of  logs  $40  to  $42 
per  thousand  feet,  a  price  which  the  sawmills 
could  well  afford  to  pay  with  lumber  at  $65  to 
$68,  and  every  thousand  feet  of  logs  sawing 
out  1,100  to  1,250  feet  of  lumber,  owing  to  the 
difference  between  boom  scale  and  lumber 
scale.  In  the  old  days  the  mill  operator  who 
paid  $10  to  $13  a  thousand  for  his  logs  was 
glad  to  get  $14  for  his  lumber. 

Millions^iight  have  been  made  this  season 
on  the  Penobscot  in  sawing  logs  into  lumber, 
were  the  mills  in  existence  that  once  lined  the 
banks  of  the  river,  and  log  supplies  were  avail- 
able ;  but  long  ago  the  big  pulp  and  paper  con- 
cerns drove  the  sawmills  out  of  busines's,  first 
by  bidding  up  the  price  of  logs  to  a  figure  that 
lumber  manufacturers  could  not  afford  to  pay, 
and  finally  joy  buying  up  most  of  the  choice 
timberlands. 

Spruce  stumpagc  that  in  the  eighties  sold 
for  $1.25  to  $2  per  thousand  feet  is  quoted  now 
at  $5  to  $8,  prices  that  lumber  manufacturers 
have  been  unable,  until  very  lately,  to  pay,  and 
now  that  most  of  the  sawmills  are  gone,  the 
paper  mills  have  the  market  to  thethselves.— 
New  York  Worid.

It  is  an  old  story  that  Vienna  is  djffng.  it 
is  an  old  story  that  in  the  homes,  the  elfices^ 
the  streets  of  Vienna,  at  least  a  million  human 
beings  must  die  slowly,  by  infinite  gradua- 
tions of  starvation,  through  the  months  4nd 
years  tliat  follow  the  peace  treaty  of  Ver- 
sailles, We  say  that  Vienna  was  destKmxf 
by  the  war,  but  she  was  not  destroyed  ly^thc 
war.  It  is  peace  that  is  killing  her — a  peace  un- 
disturbed by  the  sound  of  guns,  a  peace  ia 
which  orchestras  play  in  the  cafes,  women  buy 
jewels  and  ride  ii» limousines  beneath  the  trees 
of  the  Ring,  and  men  pile  up  fortunes  in  food 
speculation;  a  peace  in  which  prkes  rise,  the 
value  of  money  decreases,  salaries  remain 
stationary,  and  production  drops. 

"These  invisible  betrayers  of  a  people  open 
the  way  to  that  insidious  enemy,  malnutrition, 
whose  ravages  throughout  the  worid  are  moiw 
terrible  than  the  devastation  that  follows 
armies.'  Vienna,  a  great  city  condemned  to 
death,  becomes,  in  her  agony,  a  witness  to  the 
danger  that  is  present  in  all  countries,  un- 
noticed, showing  only  in  the  listlcssness  and 
stunted  growth  of  children,  the  headaches 
and  (atigue  of  girls  in  schools  and  offices,  the 
dull  sutistics  that  record  the  increase  of 
tuberculosis  and  the  deaths  of  babies.  In 
Vienna  th*se  symptoms  of  the  decaying 
viulity  of  a  people  come  from  conditions  that 
were  forced  upon  her,  and  from  caoses  whose 
roots  are  as  old  i»  history;  in  Ameri<ai  they 
are  the  result  of  indifference,  and  of  economic 
tendencies  that  might  be  checked.**— Rose 
Wilder  Lane.>~Ia  December  Good  House- 
keeping.

I  VERY  boy  and  girl  should  know 
something  of  the  life  of  the  man 
by  whose  courage  and  wisdom 
the  foundations  of  British  rule 
in  India  were  laid. 
It  is  now  a  little  more  than  105  years  since 
there  was  born  at  Stichy,  near  Market  Dray- 
ton, in  Shropshire,  the  child  whose  deeds  were 
to  have  a  wonderful  effect  on  the  course  of 
events.  His  father  was  Richard  Clive,  a  law- 
yer and  owner  of  a  small  estate  which  had  be- 
longed to  the  family  for  many  generations. 
His  mother's  maiden  name  was  Miss  Rebecca 
Gaskill,  of  Manchester,  a  lady  of  virtue  and 
good  sense.  Robert  ^as  the  eldest  of  a  large 
ifamily.  He  was  sent,  before  he  was  three 
years  old,  to  live  with  his  mother's  sister  at 
Hope  Hall,  near  Manchester.  His  uncle's 
name  was  Bayley,  and  in  his  new  home  the 
little  fellow  was  treated  with  ^reat  kindness. 

Even  as  a  little  boy  Robert  was  quarrel- 
some, and  his  bad  temper  was  a  source  of 
anxiety  to  his  good  uncle.  As  he  grew  older, 
the  lad  showed  a  daring  and  a  power  of 
leadership  that  were  unusual.  Long  after- 
wards old  folks  remembered  how  he  had 
climbed  the  tower  of  the  church  in  Market 
Drayton  and  made  himself  the  head  of  a  gang 
of  naughty  boys,  who  were  the  terror  of  the 
small  shopkeepers  in  the  neighborhood. 

He  went  to  many  schools  in  several  parts 


of  England,  but  does  not  seem,  to  have  satis- 
fied his  masters  in  any  of  them,  except  a  cer- 
tain Dr.  Eaton,  who  is  said  to  have  predicted 
that,  if  his  scholar  lived  to  be  a  man  and  op- 
portunity for  the  exertion  of  his  talents  were 
afforded,  he  would  win  for  h'imself  a  name 
second  to  none  in  history. 

That  Robert  dearly  loved  his  cousins  and 
his  aunt,  as  well  as  his  own  family  at  Market 
Drayton,  we  know.  Even  in  the  maddest  of 
his  pranks  he  was  ready  to  place  himself  in 
the  place  of  greatest  hardship  and  danger. 

When  he  left  school  his  father  wanted 
Robert  to  become  a  lawyer,  but  he  showed  so

So  it  has  come  about  that  all  over  the 
world  Kate  Greenaway's  pictures  have  gone, 
telling  of  the  innocence,  sweetness  and  grace 
of  childhood. 

It  is  nearly  twenty  years  since  this  dear 
artist  left  the  world,  but  still  children  and 
older  people  love  to  look  at  reproductions  of 
the  pictures  she  drew  and  painted.  A  very 
great  poet  has  said,  "a  thing  of  beauty  is  a 
joy  forever,"  and  this  Kate  Greenaway  felt 
as  she  pictured  her  children.

How  Fast  Will  a  Hare 
Run?

N  Chamber's  Journal,  H.  Mortimer  Batten 
writes  about  the  fleetness  of  a  hare.  This 
is  part  of  wliat  he  says : 

"How  far  will  a  hare  run  before  dogs? 
Some  say  eight  miles  at  the  most.  Personally, 
I  think  eighteen  a  fully  conservative  estimate. 
Before  a  pack  of  hounds  he  will  not  run  far, 
because  his  spirit  is  broken  by  fear;  before  a 
single  dog  no  faster  than  himself  he  is  cap- 
able of  putting  up  a  very  different  show. 

"Each  hare  has  its  own  runways— or, 
rather,  passes  to  and  from  its  feeding  grounds 
by  the  same  routes.  Normally  it  will  never 
go  through  or  over  a  wall  if  there  is  a  gate- 
way through  which  it  can  pass,  and  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  this  partiality  towards  open  going 
often  proves  the  hare's  undoing.  The  poacher 
kftows  it  well,  and  has  nothing  to  do  but  place 
his  net  across  the  gate-gap,  and  then  drive  the 
hare  into  it,  using  his  snares  in  the  same 
way.  But  Accastonally  an  old  hare  knows 
thea*  things,  and  once  having  been  fright- 
ened, he  never  faces  a  gate  again. 

"The  hare  is  one  of  the  few  animals  that 
can  see  behind  it  as  it  runs,  and  it  is  owing  to 
|bia  Cacttlty  that  the  animal  is  so  wdl  able  to 


much  dislike  for  the  business  that   the   plan 
was  given  up. 

Early  in  the  seventeenth  century  the  East 
India  Company  had  been  founded,  and  some 
friend  offered  the  wayward  lad  a  position  as 
clerk  in  one  of  the  company's  stores.

Shy,  poor  and  proud, 
young  Clive  made  no  friends  and  suffered  ter- 
ribly from  homesickness.  It  is  from  letters 
written  at  this  time  that  the  world  has  learned 
how  dearly  he  loved  his  English  home  and 
his  people. 

The  schoolboy  who  would  not  obey  his 
masters  found  as  he  grew  older  tkat  he  must 
submit  to  his  superiors  in  the  company's  of- 
fice. Through  the  kindness  t)f  the  governor, 
he  was  given  access  to  his  library,  and  by 
diligent  reading  he  learned  many  things  he 
liad  neglected  to  acquire  at ^clTSCt;  In  after^ 
years  his  dispatches  and  speeches  showed  a 
command  of  English  -which  more  learned  men 
do  not  always  possess. 

How,  with  a  handful  of  British  and  i^ative 
soldiers,  Clivt  captured  and  defended  Arcot 
in  1751,  defeating  the  French  and  their  native 
allies,  and  in  1757,  a|  the  battle  of  Plassey, 
overcame  the  great  army  of  Surajah  Dowlah, 
and  made  Britain  supreme  in  Bengal,  you  will 
learn  in  your  histories. 

Lord  Clive,  we  are  told,  had  many  faults, 
but  his  coura'ge  and  his  wisdom  never  failed 
his  country,  and  he  never  forgot  a  kindness.

"Most  motorists  have  indulged  in  a  short, 
if  unsuccessful,  pursuit  of  a  hare,  the  animal 
sticking  to  the  open  roadway  ahead  of  the  car, 
watching  the  vehicle  as  he  runs,  never  think- 
ing of  turning  aside  till  the  car  is  actually  on 
him.  Pursuing  a  hare  thus,  I  have  timed  it 
by  speedometer  to  maintain  a  pace  of  twenty- 
eight  miles  per  hour  over  a  short  distance, 
which  seems  about  the  animal's  limit.

Co-operative  societies  arc  managed  with  a 
view  to  cheap  and  good  commodities.' 

Co-operation  gives  an  effectual  training 
for  the  intelligence,  business  capacity  and 
moral  character  of  the  workmen.  It  Has 
•taught  them  thrift,  foresight,  self-control,  and 
the  habit  of  harmonious  combination  for  com- 
mon ends. 

It  is  to  remedy  conflicts  between  capital 
and  labor;  it  a\"oids  the  expenses  of  advertis- 
ing and  certain  unnecessary  expenses  of 
management,  and  it  prevents  the  cxhorbitant 
profits  which  capitalists  make.         ^   ' 

The  advantages  of  co-operation  consist  in 
the  lower  prices  paid  for  the  ordinary  articles 
of  life. 

The  modern  movement  fir.-^t  took  practical 
form  with  the  formation  of  the  Rochdale  So- 
ciety of  Equitable  Pioneers  in  1844.  The 
founders  were  twenty-eight  Lancashire  weav- 
ers, whose  capital  was  $140,  collected  by  sub- 
scription of  four  cents,  afterwards  six  cents 
per  week.  With  this  they  opened  themselves 
a  store  for  supplying  themselves  with  pro- 
visions. They  limited  the  interest  on  the 
share  capital  to  5  per  cent,  and  alloted  the  re- 
maining profits  to  members  in  proportion  to 
their  purchases.  « 

•  In  1864.  a  wholesale  society  was  formed, 
which  is  a  federation  of  retail  societies  for  the 
supplying  of  goods  to  the  various  societies 
composing  it. 

Since  the  inception  of  co-operative  stores 
in  England,  a  business  of  .*i?4, 500,000,000  has 
been  transacted,  .$360,000,000  paid  to  their 
members,  which  shows  what  a  great  move- 
ment co-operation  is.

John  French's  Cowhide  Shoes

M 


UCII  of  South  America  is  still  a  wilder- 
ness. Among  its  explorers  is  Mr. 
Harry  A.  Franck,  who  describes  his  adven- 
tures in  The  Wide  World  Magazine.  He  tells 
in  the  following  paragraphs  how,  durin-g  a 
journey  through  Bolivia,  he  crossed  the  river 
Guapay : 

In  dense  woods  punctuated  with  mud- 
holes  a  yellow  youth  in  two  cotton 
garments  overtook  us  one  afternoon 
and  asked  whether  we  would  need  a  pelota. 
We  would.  He  stopped  at  a  jungle  hut 
some  distance  beyond  and  emerged  with 
an  entire  ox  hide,  sun-dried  and  still  covered 
with  the  long  red  hair  of  its  original  owner. 
The  hide  was  folded  in  four,  like  a  sheet  of 
writing  paper,  and  he  carried  it  on  his  head. 
This  was  the  pelota.  For  a  mile  or  more  he 
plodded  noiselessly  behind  us. 

•  Then  suddenly  the  forest  opened  out  upon 
the  notorious  Gu^ay,  or  Rio  Grande,  a  yel- 
low-brown stream,  as  wide  as  the  lower  Con- 
necticut, flowing  swiftly  northw^d  to  join 
the  Mamore  on  its  journey  to  the  Amazon. 
We  splashed  a  mile  or  more  up  along  its  edge, 
to  offset  the  distance  we  should  be  carried 
downstream  before  striking  a  landing  op- 
posite. Here  two  men  of  bleached-brown 
<«kin,  each  completely  naked  but  for  a  palm 
leaf  hat,  securely  tied  on,  relieved  our  com- 
panion of  his  load  and  set  about  taming  it 
into  a  boat. 

These  pelotas  de  cuero  (leather  balls)  are 
the  ferries  of  this  region,  being  transportable; 
a  wooden  boat,  left  behind,  would  be  stolen  by 
the  wild  Indians.  Round  the  edge  of  the  hide 
were  a  dozen  loopholes  through  which  was 
threaded  a  cord  that  drew  it  op  into  the  form 
of  a  rude  tub.  To  add  firmness  to  this,  the  bat 
wearers  laid  a  crisscross  of  green  poles  in  the 
bottom.  Then  they  piled  our  laggage  into  it 
and  dragged  it  down  the  sloping  mud  bank 
into  the  water,  while  the  youth  coaxed  the 
male  into  the  stream  a'nd  swam  with  it  for  the 
opposite  shore.  That  seemed  load  enotigh 
and  to  spare.

Nations  co-operate  to  de- 
fend themselves  from  tl>cir  enemies  and  to 
get  supplies. 

If  human  beings  would  do  as  the  ants  and 
bees  do,  they  will  all  work  together,  and  the 
nations  will  grow  richer  and  more  powerful, 
while  the  people  will  find  it  much  easier  to 
buy  food  and  clothes.  The  taxes  will  become 
less  when  all  men  co-operate  together.

N  these  days  of  railways,  steam- 
ers and  automobiles,  to  say 
nothing  of  aeroplanes,  pioneer- 
ing has  lost  most  of  its  terrors. 
Few  boys  and  girls  even  in  the 
most  remote  districts  of  our  Province  can 
realize  the  trials  of  their  ancestors  who  came 
to  Ontario  or  the  Maritime  Provinces  more 
than  a  hundred  years  ago.  This  story,  taken 
from  Young  People,  should  show  you  some- 
thing of  what  we  owe  those  brave  men  and 
women  who  first  settled  Canada.  It  is  writ- 
ten, it  is  true,  about  a  New  England  village, 
but  such  things  have  happened  in  a  hundred 
places  in  our  own  country  in  days  gone  by. 

You  may  think  you  have  had  a  hard  time 
the  past  few  years  to  get  shoes  of  any  kind, 
but  would  you  be  willing  to  go  through  what 
John  French  did  to  get  a  pair  of  cowhide 
shoes  in  the  pioneer  days  of  new  England? 
This  isn't  a  made-up  story,  but  is  taken  from 
a  rare  old  pamphlet,  as  full  of  typographical 
errors  as  it  is  of  interesting  facts,  and  contain- 
ing the  "'Local  History  of  Andover,  Vt." 

This  little  town  was  organized  in  1781. 
Many  of  the  early  settlers  had  been  .soldiers 
in  the  Revolution.  They  had  faced  privation 
and  hardship  in  winning  tlieir  independence, 
and  they  faced  the  trials  of  the  wilderness 
with  the  same  courage  and  persistence. 

One  chief  reason  for  the  privations  these 
pioneers  endured  in  the  first  few  years  was 
the  difficulty  of  getting  any  supplies  from 
outside  the  settlement  while  they  were  clear- 
ing the  forest  and  getting  their  crops  started. 
Things  to  cat,  for  instance.  It  is  told  of 
Solomon  and  Antepast  Howard  that  while 
clearin 

three   weeks  witli   no 
string  beans  and  milk. 

At  the  end  of  that  time  Solomon  declared 
that  he  could  stand  string  beans  no  longer, 
and  here  is  the  way  he  managed  it : 

The  settlers  had  very  little  money,  but  as 
thev  cut  down  the  trees  they  burned  them  to 
ashes,  leached  the  ashes  and  boiled  down  the 
lye  to  a  crude  potash,  which  was  valuable  if 
the,V  could  only  get  it  to  market.  Solomon 
■  Howard  took  a  bag  of  this  potash,  all  he  could 
carry  on  his  back,  and  trudged  along  the 
blazed  trail  with  it  to  Bellows  Falls,  the  first 
trading  place,  fully  twenty  miles  away„  There 
he  exchanged  his  potash  for  what     he  could 


^  up  their  farms  they  once  worked  for 


other  provision     than 


get,  fish,  flour,  rice  and  salt,  and  hastened 
Lack  to  .-Vndover.  There  he  cooked  up  his  new 
supplies,  and  invited  his  few  neighbors  •  to 
share  the  feast.  That  was  the  pioneer  brand 
of  neighbors. 

There  was  the  same  trouble  about  shoes. 
When  the  settlers'  shoes  wore  out,  there  were 
none  to  be  had  at  any  price,  and  no  leather  for 
making  any  new  ones.  Did  these  hardy  men 
sit  down  and  bemoan  their  fate,  or  give  up 
their  new  settlement?  They  did  not.  They 
found  a  way  to  win  out.  This  same  Capt-  Sol- 
omon Howard  chopped  in  the  woods  all  one 
Winter  without  shoes.  His  wife  made  socks 
for  him  out  of  a  bedquilt,  and  in  the  course  of 
the  Winter  she  used  up  the  whole  quilt 

Then  there  was  John  French,  not  quite  so  | 
prosperous,  perhaps,  as  Captain  Howard,  j 
Late  one  Fall,  after  the  snow  began  to  fly. 
John  was  without  shoes,  and  there  was  no  way  I 
that  he  saw  to  get  any.  Then  Captain  Howard  | 
killed  a  fat  cow  and  wanted  to  get  the  hide  to  ^ 
the  tannery.  The  nearest  tannery  was  at  1 
Dummerston,  fifty  miles  away.  "I  tell  you  1 
what.  John,"  said  Captain  Soionion,  "I  can't  I 
get  this  hide  to  Dummerston,  but  if  you  can,  | 
aud^ill  exchange  it  for  tanned  leather,  I  will  j 
give  you  enough  tor  a  pair  of  shoes." 

John  French  undertook  his  job.  He  sewed  | 
sonic  rags  on  to  his  feet,  put  the  hide  on  to  a  , 

hand  sled,  and  started     out,    down tli rough  |^ 

Chester.  Rockingham,  ^Westminster  and  Put-  1 
ney  to  Dummerston.  When  he  got  to  West-  ' 
minster  the  rag?  were  all  worn  off  liis  feet,  j 
and  they  were  bleeding.  He  stopped  at  one  1 
place,  and  the  kind-hearted  housewife  brought  > 
out  some  pairs  of  old  shoes,  to  see  if  he  could  I 
wear  any  of  them.  Hut  they  were  all  too  , 
small  for  him.  But  this  old-time  Red  Cross  I 
worker  wasn't  to  be  beaten  in  that  way.  She  | 
found  some  pieces  of  stout  cloth  and  sewed  j 
them  upon  French's  feet,  and«lie  thanked  her  1 
heartily  and  started  on  again,  and  proceeded  I 
to  Dummerston.  where  he  delivered  the  hide  ' 
and  got  the  leather  for  his  shoes. 

You  won't  find  stories  like  these  in  Lhe  big  i 
histories.  They  are  taken  up**  with  the  more  i 
important  landmarks  of  progress.  But  such  j 
little  out-of-the-way  incidents,  tucked  into  1 
old  pamphlets  and  diaries,  help  us  to  realize  ' 
the  hardships  which  the  pioneers  had  to  face  I 
day  after  day,  and  to  feel  ashamed  of  'our  I 
complaints  over  some  of  the  things  that  I 
trouble  us  today.

•*Co-operation,  What  It  Means,  Its  Aims  and 

Objects" 

Co-operation  is  the  act  of  working  or  co- 
operating together.  Animals  co-operate  a 
great  deal  among  themselves.  Horses,  when 
they  are  wild,  co-operate,  that  is,  they  get  to- 
gether, and  so  help  each  other.  When  they 
arc  attacked  by  -wolves,  they  get  all  together 
and  form  a  solid  circle,  so  that  the  wolves 
cannot  harm  them. 

Human  beings  also  co-operate  for  de- 
fensive and  offensive  purposes,  and  also  for 
mutual  purposes.  At  the  present  day  the 
whole  world  is  looking  for  some  means  of  do- 
ing away  with  the  bitter  feeling  which  exists 
between  capital  and  labor,  and  the  most  suc- 
9essful  method  found  so  far  has  proved  to  be 
some  form  of  co-operation.  Lancashire,  Eng- 
land, was  the  first  place  where  co-operation 
was  tried,  in  the  form  of  co-operative  stores. 
These  stores  are  managed  on  a  co-operative 
system,  under  which  all  the  customers  share 
in  the  profits.  The  individual  and  the  com- 
manity  benefit  by  getting  food  and  clothes 
mnch  cheaper,  and  then  they  want  more  food 
and  clothes,  so  that  gives  more  people  more 
work  to  do.

Feeding  the  Birds 


fc^npHERE  is  a  peculiar  happiness,"  writes 
J.  Mr.  Townshend,  "iji  ministering  to 
the  necessities  of  any  innocent  wild  creature. 
There  is  also  joy  in  watching  the  little  visitor 
as  he  creeps  up  the  trunk  of  the  tree  where 
you  have  tied  your  suet,  or  as  he  hops  upon 
your  feeding-tray  for  seeds  and  scraps.  You 
can  coax  the  chickadees,  nuthatches,  purple 
finches,  juncos,  bluejays,  downy  and  hairy 
woodpeckers,  evening  grosbeaks,  and  other 
birds  to  your  windows,  where  you  can  watch 
them  at  leisure.  You  find  yourself  watching 
expectantly  for  the  regular  visits  of  your  pen- 
sioners. You  are  disappointed  if  they  do  not 
appear  regularly  on  time,  and  corresponding- 
ly rejoiced  when  they  do  come. 

"I  shall  not  soon  forget  the  pleasurable 
thrill  I  experienced  one  Thanksgiving  Day, 
when,  on  sitting  down  to  my  Thanksgiving 
dinner,  I  glanced  out  of  the  window  and  saw 
a  little  downy  woodpecker  sitting  down  to  his 
Thanksgiving  dinner,  too — a  meal  of  fat  suet 
I  had  tied  to  the  apple  tree.  My  heart  was 
gladdened.  Turkey  and  cranberry  sauce  and 
pumpkin  pie  tasted  better,  and  my  own 
thankfulness  was  the  more  fervent  becau.sc  I 
had  a  little  feathered  guest  out  there  enjoying 
my  hospitality.  Feed  the  birds  in  Winter 
and  you  will  be  richly  repaid.  Try  it  and  see." 
Another  lover  of  birds  tells  us  that  it  need 
cost  very  little  to  provide  for  the  birds'  table. 
Grass  and  weed  seeds  can  be  found  on  the 
floor  of  hay  lofts  or  the  bottoms  of  stacks. 
Seeds  of  apples,  pumpkins,  squash  and  cucum- 
ber rnay  be  dried  and  saved.  Sunflower  .seeds 
are  liked  by  most  birds.  Crumbs  and  scraps 
from  the  table  are  good,  but  care  must  be 
taken  to  scatter  these  -where  cats  and  dogs 
cannot  reach  them.  Suet  is  a  great  dainty ;  it 
may  be  attached  to  tree  trunks  or  limbs  by 
means  of  wrappings  of  twine  or  \^ire  mesh 
cover  or  by  nailing.

sycamore,  and  affords  excellent     shade    and ' 
coolness,  an  asset  by  no  means  to  be  despised 
in  Africa.     It  has  a  large,  white,  cone-shaped  ,* 
flower  with  a  red  centre,  but  no  smell ;  later 
on  it  bears  fruit  in  the  shape  of    a  large    nut ' 
about  six  inches  long  and  two  across,  greenish 
brown  in  color.     Inside  the  outer  shell     are 
about  thirty  or  forty  similar  nuts  clustered  to- 
gether, each  with  its  own  kernels ;    they  are 
covered  with  a  white  powder  and  are  bitter  to  1 
the  taste,  with  somewhat  of  an  almond  flavor. 
They  are  used  during  Ramadan  by  the  natives 
as  a  sort  of  cornflour,  being  crushed,  mixed 
with  water  or  kisera,    and  then    boiled    and 
eaten.     From  the  smaller     outer  shells     the 
Nubas  make  snuff  boxes,    which    are    worn 
round  their  waists." 

It  is  not  surprising  to  learn  that  property 
on  which  these  trees  grow  is  valuable  and  that 
care  is  taken  to  preserve  them.

the 


kNE  of  the  most  wonderful  trees    in 

world  is  found  in  the  mountainous 
provinces  of  Kordfan  and  Nubia,  in  Soudan, 
in  Africa.  It  grows  to  a  height  of  50  or  55 
feet,  and  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  one  sixteen 
or  eighteen  feet  through.  The  tree  is  hollow, 
and  is  used  by  the  natives  as  a  cistern  for 
storing  water.  From  an  article  in  The 
Scientific  American  it  is  learned  that  a  hole 
is  bored  large  enough  to  admit  a  native,  who 
carefully  scrapes  and  smooths  the  inside  of 
the  trunk.  When  this  is  done,  the  earth  round 
the  roots  of  the  tree  is  taken  away,  leaving  a 
well.  When  the  heavy  tropical  rains  come, 
this  is  filled.  With  leather  buckets  the  water 
is  dipped  up  and  poured  into  the  tree.  The 
opening  is  then  carefully  sealed  np  uatil  the 
dry  season.  Then,  when  it  is  most  needed,  the 
water  is  taken  oA  and  nsed  or  sold  to  travel- 
ers. It  will  keep  sweet  and  good  ior  two 
years  in  this  ctirious  cistern.

trend  of  thought  that  waa  to  r»> 
main  his  for  some  time. 

London's  first  success  In  writing 
eame  in  the  form  of  winning  a  prize 
offered  by  The  San  Francisco  Call  for 
An  article  entitled:  "Typhoon  Off  The 
Coast  of  China."  At  the  age  of  nine- 
teen he  entered  the  University  o( 
California,  but  could,  not  long  re- 
main there  for  lack  of  funds.  Boon 
giterward  the  gold  feVer  Infected  him 
and  he  was  swept  up  to  Alaska  In  the 
rush  for  sudden  riches  the  Tukon 
seemed  to  offer. 

To  hint  wealth  overnight  did  net*^ 
eome  then,  but  five  years  later,  when 
"The  Call  of^he  Wild."  the  book  that 
made  him,  was  published  in  1901.

Prospectors  Used  to  Land  in  Early  Days  and  Take 
Trail  Up  the  Sooke  River^  Leach  River,  and 
.   Through  Mountains  tp  Up-Island  Points 
— Has  Gteat  Future  Ahead 


Sooke  Has  One  of  the  Finest  Hotels  on  Island 


with  tkti  tts  wonden  and  attrae- 
tlODJi,  It  !■  BurprUiiur .  how  IHtla  Ut 
k'nown  by  the  peopi*  of  Victoria  of 
tht  beautiful  district  eurroundihc 
Sooke  Harbor,  the  oldest  eettleraent 
In  exlBteiice  on  Vancouver  leUnd, 
where  the  old  pioneering  ehlpe  ueed 
first  to  land,  and  the  prospectors 
took  the  trail  up  the  Booke  River,  by 
I.<e«cb  Kiver,  and  tbrouth  the  moun- 
tains to  Bhawnifan  and  up-I*land 
points,  that  beinc  the  only  trail  In 
those  days. 

Sooke  Harbor  Is  only  twenty  miles 
from  Victoria,  and  Is  the  last  safely 
land -locked  waterway  out  of  Victoria 
before  the  open  Wast  Coast  la 
reached.  The  harbor  Itself  la  pecu- 
liarly formed  with  three  distinct 
(itretehes  of  water;  the  tipper  harbor, 
which  la  about  four  miles  lony  by  one 
wide,  la  very  deep  and  bounded  on 
all  sides  by  most  beautiful  mountains 
covered  with  dense  forest;  the  middle 
harbor  is  about  the  same  else  but  a 
little  shulloxer,  and  around  the 
hhores  of  this  stretch  are  soma  •t  the 
finest  u^lcultural  lands.  Farms  and 
Hummer  homes  are  located  all  alonf 
Its  shores.  The  third  harbor  is 
smaller  than  the  otifer  two  and  Is 
^urfictectcd  from  the  opsn  sea  by  a 
tiatural  breakwater  In  th«  form  of  a 
mll«-Iong  sand  spit  (WhllCsn  0plt). 
tbia  water  belnc  deep  and  open  t«  the 
eea  by  a  deep  and  narrow  entrance. 
This  spit  is  a  srreat  aitraclUm  In  the 
aumttiertime,  usually  being  dottad 
with  campers  and  plcknlckers  along 
Its  entire  length;  It  la  also  a  regular 
sUmping  ground  for  "old  aalts," 
Peta  Btuhr.  a  regular  old-timer,  has 
kept  the  signal  llghta  btimlng  there 
now  for  thirty  years.  A  rafular  old 
character  he  is.  and  can  tell  mora 
stories  of  the  doings  on  th«  Straits 
of  Jnan  de  Fuca  than  all  the  tea 
captains  together.  His  signal  lishU 
are  on  the  Mctrerae  point  of  the  spit. 
Near  Pete  live  Drummond,  Jackson 
nnd  Meredith,  three  old-time  fisher- 
man  and  a  doaen  or  so  othars  just 
as  interesting  characters,  occupying 
their  time  principally  fishing  and 
boacb  combing. 

Sooke  RlTOT  VaUey. 
Th^  Sooke  River  which  is  the  only 
large  river  on  the  southern  portion 
of  Vancouver  Island,  Is  a  very  beau- 
tiful river,  having  for  Its  source  Sooke 
I.«ke.  It  brings  with  it  tha  waters 
nf  Leach  River,  Wolf  Creek  and  other 
water  courses  so  well  known  to  old- 
time  miners,  for  it  was  here  that* the 
great  gold  rush  took  place.  With 
all  the  water  from  these  sources  the 
Sooke  River  im  of  considerable  size, 
nnd  Us  course  down  Jlhrougb  tha 
mottntains  and  Sooks  Oorga  makes  it 
one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  Island, 
In  fact  it  has  been  often  quoted  as 
the  prettiest  river  hi  B.C.  U  is  eas- 
ily aeceesable  by  the  Sooka  River 
Road  whioh  travels  its  bank  for  four 
miles  up  from  the  harbor,  and  tt  ia 
around  the  end  of  this  road  that  the 
moot  Interesting  points  ara.  Tha 
Hooka  Falls  are  about  a  mile  further 
up  from  the  end  of  the  automobile 
ro^d,   along  the  old  Leaoh  TralL 

The  0ooke  River  enters  the  harbor 
t>ctwe«B  the   uppar'  and   middle   har- 


bors, forming  at  its  mouth  tha  wall 
known  Sooke  •Itlver  Spit,  which  is  so 
famous  for  its  splendid  duck  -shoot- 
ing. Sooke  has  always  been  regarded 
ai  one  of  the  beat  places  for  duck 
shooting  on  4lh«  Island,  and  it  Is  over 
thU  spit  that  the  ducks  fly  from  one 
harbor  to  the  other,  and  up  and  down 
the  river. 

Sooke  Harfior  Dlstflct. 

The  Sooke  Harbor  District  is  very 
scattered  and  difficult  to  grasp  geo- 
graphically till  one  has  actually  vls- 
Itad  the  district  attd.  seen  tor  one'a 
self.  North  Sooke  Is  the  first  sign  of 
settlement  on  entering  the  district, 
being  a  series  of  small  'farma  and  a 
school  In  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Seventeen  Mile  Point.  It^ls  here,  too. 
that  ^  one  can  >f  iVst*  aee  'the  harbor. 
Pour  miles  farther  on,  after  travers- 
ing the  shores  of  the  upper  harbor, 
Sooke  River  ls«t;acbed  and  the  settle- 
ment here  consisting  of  a  store,  saw- 
mill, several  logging  campa  and  many 
farms,  are  closer  together  and  about 
a  mlla  up  tit*  river.  Acro5s  tha  river 
bridge  one  is  In  Sooke  Harbor  proper 
and  the  village  lies  along  the  shores 
of  the  middle  harbor;  this  settlement 
la  the  main  centre  for  the  district. 
with ,  a  school  of  fifty  pupils,  two 
churches,  three  stores,  tha  Sooka  Har- 
bor Hotel,  the  Government  Wharf. 
J.  H.  Todd  A  Bon's  Cannecy  and  Fish- 
ing Camp,  the  Sooke  Fishing  and 
Packing  Co.'s  Cannery,  a  sawmill, 
two  public  halls,  the  post  office,  a 
real^esiate  office,  the  Government 
Offlfes  and  other  public  buildings 
usual  lo  a  settlement  of  this  descrip- 
tion. Across  tha  harbor  ia  £ajt 
Sooke,  where  thera  are  aeveral  One 
ranohes,  also  Grant's  and  Kastwood's 
Logylnf  Camps.  There  la  a  school 
here.  At  the  end  of  the  road  Is  Jor- 
dan River,  where  the  B.C.  Electric 
Power  Station  is  -located  and  Soren- 
son's  and  Cathel's  Logging  Camp  and 
Sawmill.  Jordan  River  is  the  present 
terminus  of  tha  much  discussed  Wast 
Coast  Road,  and  it  ia  from*  hare  on 
that  the  publlo  are  asking  for  it  to  b« 
extanded  to  San  Juan  (Port  Renfrew) 
and  further  up  the  coast  to  Port  Al- 
berni  with  a  branch  road  through  the 
NItlnat  Valley  to  Cowlchan  Laket 
Road  and  the  Malahat,  making  per- 
haps the  most  scenic  marine  drive 
anywhere  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Splendid  FWrmlng  Isuid 

There  Is  aplahdld  farming  land  in 
the  Sooke  Harbor  District,  the  local- 
ity being  favored  with  a  considerably 
milder  climate  than  elsewhere  on  the 
Island,  being  so  much  nearer  the 
warm  currents  of  th%  Paciflo.  and 
wall  beyond  tha  prevailing  cold  winds 
of  the  Olympics.  Beyond  farming 
tha  nlain  industries  of  the  district 
ar«  logging,  thera  being  eight  camps 
all  together,  three  sawmills  and  the 
salmon  fishing.  Sooke  being  the 
headquarters  for  most  of  the  West 
Coast  salmon  flshinfr;  the  only  salmon 
traps  on  tha  lower  part  of  tha  Island 
ara  off  Soake  Harbor,  all  the  flsh 
canned  at  both  the  Esquimau  and 
Sooke  canneries  being  caught  here. 
Tha  harbor  is  very  famous  too  for 
crabs  and  most  of  the  fishermen  en-

its  completion,  which  should  be 
abottt  January,  In  tha  meantime, 
tranaportatlon  to  the  district  is  by 
four  fast  motor 'Stages  running  four 
regular  trips  each  way  daily. 
Good  AotMnohlle  Road 

Sooke  Harbor  la  only  twenty  miles 
from  Victoria,  by  a  very  good  auto- 
mblla  road,  passing  Colwood,  Luxton 
and  tha  Seventeen  Mile  SetUements. 
It  Is  a  beautiful  drive,  more  par- 
ticularly tha  harbor  end,  for  there 
are  so  many  points  of  Interest  when 
one  reaches  there.  The  view  alone 
from  the  hill  on  which  the  Sooke 
Harbor  Hotel  la  situated  is  worth 
driving  many^  miles  to  aee  and 
admitted  the  flnest  picture  on  the 
Island:  one  looks  from  amongst  a 
pine  and  cedar  forest  out  across  the 
smooth  waters  of  the  Middle  Harbor 
and  across  the  low  sand-pit  a  broad 
view  of  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca 
with  the  beautiful  Olympics  In  the 
distance.  And  as  one  looks  one  may 
see  many  steamers  passing,  for  all 
the  ocean  liners  to  and  from  the 
Orient.

Drake 
circumnavigated    the    globe    and    was 
aware  of  the  existence  of  the  PaclUc 
Ocean,   but   he   could   never   have   Im- 
agined that  the  day  would  come  when 
the    Pacific    would    usurp    the    atten- 
tion of   mankind.     Hawkins  knew  of 
the  Pacific,  but  he  was  too  busy  with 
his  slave-driving  business  to  pay  much 
attention  to  it.

seen   sundry  coast  vessels   and   ordin- 
ary "trami)a"  docking  at  her  wharves. 
Assuredly     Victoria    Is     interested     in 
the    mariner    and    the    ship    in    which 
he  sails,  but  it  was  only  recently  that 
this  interested  vras  capitalised.     Some 
wise    people    suddenly    awoke    to    the 
fact   that   ships   eventually   wear   out; 
that  there  was  a  fortune  awaiting  the 
folk   who    built  ships   to    make    good 
the  wastage  caused  by  the  Great  War, 
and   that  Victoria  was  an  Ideal  place 
in  which  to  build  theae  shhlps.     Thus 
it  was   that   the   company   known   a6

Those  sliding  panels  In  the  bows  are 
for  tise  wbsn  loading  timbers  which 
are   too   big   to>be   packed  away   by 
way  of  ths  deck  dsrricka.     If  1  wsro 
the   perfect  and  complete  shlp-buUd- 
er    myself    I    could   show    you    much 
more,  but  I  am  so  ignorant  of  ■)t>^ 
that  I  know  little  mol-e  than  the  dlP 
ference    between    the    Vows   and    ths 
stem.      I   am.    however,    impression- 
able,  and   I    can   assure  you   t^at   I 
was   very   considerably   Impressed   by 
the  magnitude  of  the  task  which  ths 
Victoria  Shipowners,  Ltd.  bays  und«r> 
taken. 

Victoria  Shlpownsrs.  Ltd..  however, 
have  made  two  safe  beta.     They  have 
banked  on  the  necessity  for  the  ships 
and    they    have    also    banked    on    the 
loyalty  of  their  employees.     Many  of 
the    latter    are    shareholders.      There 
are  men  working  down  on  the  water- 
front there   who  hold  as  much  as  a 
thousand     dollars'     worth     of    stock; 
there  are  still   more   who  hold  stock 
of  a  lower  aggregate  value.     There  Is 
not  a  man  in  the  yards  who  is  not  a. 
resident  of  Victoria,  and  at  the  very 
least  sixty  per  cent  of  the  employees 
are    returned    soldiers.        They    work 
with   a   will.     A   laxy   man   myself.    I 
felt   tired    watching   these    shlp-bulld- 
ers  at  their  various  Usks;  they  struck 
me  as  a  group  of  men  working  be- 
cause   they   were    interested   In    what 
they  were  doing  and  not  because  they 
were  looking  for  a  wsk-end  cheque. 
As  I  watched  them  at  their  work  I 
remembered  some  verse  in  the  Bible 
which    makes    nasty    remarks    about 
people  who  cumber  the  earth,  and   I 
distinctly  felt  like  a  "cumberer."     In 
these  days  it  Is  not  usual  to  find  men 
keen   on   their  Job,   so  I   made  some 
enquiries  and  found  that  every  man 
in  the  yard  is  a  menort>er  of  the  Yard 
Association,   a   society  which   is  con- 
trolled by  the  men  themselves,  which 
permits  no  iifterference  from  outside 
Influence   and    which    looks  after  the 
disabled.     The  men  pay  one  dollar  a 
month;   In  the  sad  exent  of  an  acci- 
dent, which  win  happen  even  Ip  the 
best    regulated    ship-yards,    they    re- 
ceive 15.00  a  day  for  the  first  three 
days  and  then.  If  the  Injury  recel^d 
by  the   unfortunate  Is  long-lasting,  a 
payment  of  11.50  per  day  Is  added  to 
the   55   per  cent  of  his  wages  which 
he    receives    under    the    Government 
Compensation  Act. 

There  are  about  4S0  men  Imployed 
In  the  Cholberg  ship-yards  and  this 
represents  a  monthly  pay-roll  of  ap- 
proximately $54,000.  All  this  money 
Is  earned  by  Victorians  and  Is  being 
spent  m  VictorU.  Do  you  wonder  • 
that  I  thought  it  worth  while  to. call 
this  indtiatry  to  your  notice?  A  time 
will  come  when  the  last  ship  will  be 
oft  the  ways.  Do  you  think  that  on 
this  account  the  Industry  should  find 
Its  way  Into  the  discard?  I  think 
not.  I  think  that  there  are  enough 
far-sighted  people  In  Victoria  to  re- 
alise the  value  of  a  shlp-bulldlng  in- 
dustry; to  appreciate  the  benefits 
which  accrue  to  a  city  from  the  pos- 
session of  a  craft  which  gives  em- 
ployment with  the  one  hand  and 
brings  trade  and  commerce  with  the 
other.  I  think  that  the  products  of 
the  Victoria  Shipowners,  Ltd.  will 
prove  a  great  surprise  to  many 
croaking  pessimists  and  that  the  work 
at  present  going  forward  on  the  old 
Sonshees  Reserve  Is  destined  to  be  a 
lode-stone  to  Victoria's  destiny. 

Have  you  ever  been  down  to  the 
ship-yards  yourself?  No,  I  thought 
not.  Well,  you  are  not  supposed  to 
be  allowed  In,  but  I  think  that  If  you 
turn  up  with  a  pleasant  smile  and  a 
courteous  word,  saying  that  you  are 
interested  in  Victoria's  development, 
you  will  possibly  pass  the  watchful 
watchman.  You  mustn't  spit  and 
you  must'nt  smoke,  and  you  had  bet- 
ter keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  wlleels 
which  go  round.  Possibly,  you  may 
receive  an  Invitation,  as  I  did.  to  test 
the  aerial  railway;  probably  you  will 
do  what  I  did,  politely  but  firmly 
turn  the  Invitation  down.  What? 
Do  you  mean  to  tell  me  that  you 
don't  know  where  the  yards-are? 
Why,  they  occupy  X.\%  acres  on. ths 
north  aide  of  the  Inner  Harbor  and 
have  a  water-frontage  of  at  least  «35 
feet.  Go  down  and  see  for  yourself. 
If  you  are  a  Victorian  Interested  in 
the  good  of  your  city,  have  a  heart 
and  do  all  you  can  to  "boost"  the 
good  work.of  the  Victoria  Shipowners. 
Ltd.   and   Cholberg's   Bhlp-yard^^

Accordinv  to  the  story  told  by  eye* 
wimesses  to  the  police,  Wr.  Uarvay 
waa  drivinc  hia  car  east  on  Fourth 
▲venue  at  a  moderate  si>e«d  when  a 
street  car  stopped  and  the  woman, 
who  alighted,  suddenly  darted  from 
behind  it,  holding  an  umbrella  low 
down  over  her  head,  and  stepped  di- 
rectly In  front  of  the  auto.  A  man. 
who  saw  her  dancer,  attempted  to 
(rasp  her  arm.  but  w**  unsuccessful. 
The  auto  threw  her  to  the  pavement 
and  the  wheels  poased  over  her  pros- 
trate  body. 

The  oar  was  broiurht  to  a  stand 
within  a  comparatively  few  feet  and 
witnesses  picked  up  the  lifeless  body. 

Keitrnesr's  ambulance  was  sum- 
moned and  the  woman  rushed  to  the 
General  Hospital,  where  the  medical 
offlcers  stated  that  death  must  have 
been,  almost  Instantaneoua  One  arm 
and  one  leg  had  been  broken  and  in- 
ternal injuries  sustained. 

Mr.  Harvey,  who  is  manager  of  the 
Blk  Bay  L.umb«r  Company  and  sec- 
retary-treasurer of  the  Dominion  Cre- 
osotinc  and  Timber^  Ltd.,  told  the 
police  that  the  wor^h  appeared  so^ 
suddenly  in  front  of  his  auto  that  it 
was  absolutely  impossible  for  him  to 
avoid  striking  her,  althouerh  the  car 
'was  travelUnff  at  barely  12  miles  an 
hour.  He  was  released  on  bail  short- 
ly after  being  booked  up  at  police 
headquarters.

A  family  coming 
acroaii  the  line,  if  the  head  la  In  the 
atated  groupa,  will  require  1125  for 
each  fhdivldual  of  It  ty««ra  or  pvw, 
and  $50  for  each  child  of  Ave  to  It. 

Proapectlve  immlgranta  In  the 
laboring,  artisan  and  mechanic  claaaea 
are  affected  whether  skilled  or  un- 
skilled. 

It  is  presumed  that  the  cessation 
of  the  order  in  the  Spring  Is  due  to 
the  f«ct  that  work  will  be  opening 
on  the  farinc  at  that  time.

Btf, — I  am  writing  to  you  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Sunday  evening  concerts 
by  the  band  of  the  O.W.VJL  being 
held  every  Sunday  night  at  the  Pan- 
tages.  with  the  hope  that  the  musical 
people  of  our  city  will  realise  the 
Importance  of  maintaining  a  band  in

I  attended  a  meeting  last  evening

carry  on  the  concerts  after  the  end 
of  the  year  unless  they  receive  more 
sypport  from  the  musical  and  other 
organisations  of  the  city.  Personally, 
I  fell  that  these  concerts  are  a  dis- 
tinct benefit  to  our  cltlsens,  and  the 
musical  programmes  arranged  by  the 
band  are  In  every  way  deserving  of 
the  fullest  support. 

Severs*  suggestlone  were  received 
by  the  meeting,  and  some  of  these 
will  no  doubt  be  carried  out  with 
the  view  of  giving  encouragement  to 
a  band,  which  Is  not  only  a  necessity 
to  any  city,  but  which  is  capable  of 
placing  such  admirable  concerts  be- 
fore tbe   public. 

It  is  certainly  a  matter  of  extreme 
regret  that  people  attending  these 
oonoerts  'should  only  think  It  neces- 
sary to  contribute  a  nlckle  or  ten- 
oent-piece  to  maintain  an  organlaa- 
tlon  such  as  the  G.W.V.A.  band. 

Tbe  members  of  the  band  are  all 
returned  men,  and  their  one  object 
in  putting  on  these  concerts  is  to  ad- 
vance the  musical  tastes  of-^ur  olti- 
sens  and  raise  the  standard  of  music, 
and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying^ 
that  the  programmes  arranged  Isreek-' 
ly  are  fully  Worth  a  fifty-cent  piece 
by   everyone   attending. 

But  it  Is  pointed  out  that  If  every- 
one attendlnr  were  to  give  twenty- 
five  cents  that  the  concerts  would-be 
on  a  paying  basis.  Surely  a  small 
enough  coin  to  give  for  an  hour  and 
a  half  of  good  music  rendered  in  an 
excellent  manner  t^-'the  band  and 
the  assisting  soloists. 

I  would,  therefore,  appeal  to  the 
musical  people  of  Victoria  to  attend 
these  concerts,  and  by  their  presence 
and  contributions  show  that  they 
fully  appreciate  the  musical  worth, 
not  only  of  the  G.W.V.A.  band,  but 
also'  of  those  ladlea  and  gentlemen 
who  on  different  occasions  are  en- 
gaged to  sing. 

•  The  a.W.V>A.  band  is  the  only  or- 
ganisatlon  of  the  kind  In  active 
readiness  in  our  city  and  is  deserving 
of  support  from  the  cltlsens  at  large, 
and  I  therefore  bei1>eak  for  It  larger 
audiences  and  a  more  liberal  contri-
